of Francis I. The vestibule with its 
candelabra shafts has all the charm of the 
period it simulates, but its relation to a 
modern city street has been carefully stud- 
ied. The delicately moulded shafts are 
supported on a base course about two and 
one-half feet high.- The mouldings of the

base are not inharmonious with the order, 
but are of slight projection, beveled above, 
and not decorated. To injure it were 
almost impossible except for the deliberate 
vandal. 

The Post Office in Camden, N. J., has 
a type of base-course not often seen— 
one that is reminiscent of the Rucellai 
and Strozzi palaces in Florence, with a 
broad bench extending across the facade 
on two sides. This incentive to idleness, 
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even for so good a purpose as waiting for 
the mail, would ee to be frowned 
upon in a larger city. Besides offering 
rest to the weary, this great projection of 
dark granite serves as a protection to the 
white marble above. It is not soiled by 
contact with the pedestrian, nor can the 
delicate mouldings be broken. 

That a widely projecting lower base has 
sesthetic advantages may be realized by 
its absence in the United Gas Improvement 
Building at Broad and Arch Streets. Here,

to a height of about four feet above the 
pavement, are courses of polished granite 
projecting a negligible amount from the 
face of the wall above. The result is 
that the upper unpolished granite has been 
darkened by intimate contact with the 
corner lounger. Could the base have been 
extended considerably beyond the face of

the upper wall or its polished surface have 
been carried a foot higher, these tell-tale 
marks of idleness could not have been made. 

This practical use of the polished base 
has been realized in the dwelling at the 
southeast corner of 18th and Walnut Streets.

Here the polished pink marble extends, 
unbroken by mouldings, to the string course 
of the window-sills, a height of more than 
six feet above the pavement. ‘Theorists 
have scoffed at supporting your building 
on a mirror of polished stone, but its prac- 
tical advantages fully justify its use in the 
city and generally reflect the prudence of 
the designer. 

The City Hall of Philadelphia, obstruct- 
ing the vistas of Broad and of Market 
Streets, was designed to be seen from a 
distance—a vast, expensive monument to 
the “powers that were.” The base, a 
huge pile of rusticated granite, is uninter- 
esting except as a pedestal for the monu- 
mental ar above it. It is stern and 
forbidding to a detail; even the guard-rails 
are epee with spikes that menace the 
comfort of the lounger. 
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The untamed strength of the Pitti Palace, 
Florence, is recalled in the fortress-like 
piers of the Provident Life and ‘Trust 
3uilding, 4th and Chestnut Streets. Below 
the deep window-sills the base has a 
decided batter, but above, the great rough- 
faced wall rises vertically to the second 
floor-line unbroken by any moulded pro- 
jection. Even the smooth-faced stone of 
the window mullions does not relax its 
severe character, the few mouldings being 
large and coarse. Evidently such a facade 
has little to fear except the criticism of one 
who demands something more interesting 
than mere strength. 

The lower portion of the Curtis Publish- 
ing Company’s Building is commendable 
in every respect. First of all, it is frankly 
a base on which the superstructure is 
raised. The Georgian design of the monu-

mental order, executed in white marble, 
is charming not only on its own account 
but appropriate in its position opposite 
Independence Square. ‘The building as a 
whole may be seen and admired from across 
either of two squares, or its monumental

base may be equally well seen and admired 
from across the street. ‘The white marble 
piers are supported at a height of about 
five feet above the pavement by a plain base 
of polished dark gray marble. ‘This base 
is high enough to protect the marble above 
from stain, and being unmoulded and _pol- 
ished, can suffer little defacement. 

These features, then, there are in the 
well-designed base of a metropolitan build-

ing: It should be an integral, appropriate 
part of the entire design; yet, since it is the 
portion most seen by the public, it must 
be interesting in itself and indicate the 
character of the entire building. ‘To be 
practically efficient, it must withstand the 
smoke and dust of the city, and its mould- 
ings be so designed and placed that they 
may, under ordinary conditions, be un- 
marred by the hand of Time or of Man.

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TRANSFORMING AN OLD STABLE 
INTO A MANOR HOUSE 


N a park of about twenty acres, at 
Merion, Pa., there stood at one time, 
surrounded by its dependent buildings, 
the “Baird Mansion,” a house of con- 

siderable local reputation. Constructed in 
the early “70's” of the last century, during 
the dark ages of the history of architecture 
in America, it was a castellated structure 
of brown-stone, terra cotta and _ brick. 
After passing through various vicissitudes 
the estate was acquired by speculative 
interests, divided into parcels or sites, 
and the “mansion” razed. The owner of 
the house now under consideration pur-

chased one of the sites, upon which there 
stood a large stable, a substantial and well- 
constructed stone building. The lines of 
this old stable suggested an English manor 
house, and when it was determined to 
make alterations the architect set about 
the work using the idea suggested in 
evolving the completed structure. 

Out of the mass of paneling, doors and 
trim in oak, walnut and mahogany, enough 
was obtained by selection to panel many 
of the rooms. The screen of oak in the 
great hall was selected piece by piece from 
various parts of the old house, while the 
greater part of the trim and all of the 
doors were obtained from the same course. 

In like manner all the mantels were se- 
cured, and the floors laid of hard wood 
boards salvaged from the old mansion. 
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In proceeding with an alteration of this 
nature, after a certain point, tearing down 
and rebuilding is possibly the proper course 
from an economic standpoint. In the pres- 
ent instance the walls, roof and floors were 
the only elements that it could be hoped 
to save, while the entire internal lining 
was clearly understood to be a matter of 
new construction. Where the old walls 
were extensively cut for openings, it was 
found more economical to use cement stucco 
to cover the scars than to re-trim the 
openings with stone. Stucco was also 
used where the old brick walls of the 
conservatory jointed the main building. 
The mixed character of materials thus 
shown on the exterior is one of the features 
of the alteration and adds a decided charm 
to the general effect. 

In the pages following the text, this resi- 
dence is illustrated by photographs and by 
plans of the building before and after the 
alterations. 


THE KING OF THE TROPICAL 
AMERICAN FORESTS 


HE most gigantic timber tree in 

tropical America is the mora of 

British Guiana. It belongs to the 

same family of plants as our com- 
mon black locust, and its botanical name 
is Dimorphandra mora. There is not one 
of the North American hardwood forest 
trees which can be compared with it. 
Our large oaks would only seem dwarfs 
if standing near one of these giants, the 
stem of which is overshadowed by the 
most beautiful dark green foliage. It is 
often referred to as the “King of the 
Forest”” and this appears to be the most 
appropriate name. 

It is very difficult to form an idea of 
the mora forests. Unlike other South 
American forest trees this species grows 
in pure’ stands, and the forest in some 
places is so thick with mora trees that it 
is impossible to see the sky above them. 
The vision is lost in a mass of leaves and 
dense shadow. <A noted naturalist stated 
that the eye can behold only a labyrinth 
of trees of enormous proportions, which 
overawe the observer, and the dome of 
dense foliage darkens the atmosphere and 
renders it intolerable, heavy, and gloomy. 
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Vines of great thickness entwine these 
trunks and grow to the highest tree tops, 
and there form a most intricate network. 

The importance of the mora for naval 
construction can not be overestimated. 
This valuable tree was formerly so abun- 
dant on the upper Barima River, in British 
Guiana, and of such immense size, that the 
trees growing near the banks of the river 
alone would have been sufficient to supply 
a whole fleet with material. The wood is 
so close and cross-grained that it is difficult 
to split it. It is considered by the most 
competent judges to be superior to oak, 
as it is not subject to decay. 

The wood is of a chestnut-brown or red 
color, hard, heavy, tough, strong, and 
generally has a twist or waviness in the 
fiber, which imparts ‘to the polished boards 
cut from the logs possessing it a beauti- 
fully figured appearance, giving to them 
much additional value. It is a handsome 
wood, but is somewhat marred by long lines 
of a whitish secretion contained in the 
rather large pores. As it takes a good 
polish, it is sometimes utilized as a substi- 
tute for rosewood or for the darker grades 
of true mahogany in cabinet-making, and 
is employed extensively for many purposes 
in the arts. It is now being shipped into 
England and occasionally into this country 
in considerable quantities for use in ship 
and boat building. One of the most valu- 
able properties is its non-liability to splinter, 
even rivaling oak in this respect, being, 
in fact, one of the toughest woods known. 
Its outstanding merits are remarkable dura- 
bility, a particularly high breaking strain, 
exceptional strength, an average specific 
gravity of about .915 (about 57 pounds 
per cubic foot), and a practically unlimited 
power of resisting the action of water. 
Mora contains an oily or glutinous sub- 
stance in its pores which is_ probably 
conducive to its durability. 

Mora has won for itself, by its excep- 
tionally fine qualities, special distinction 
in many building circles, notably in the 
sphere of naval and marine construction. 
It is used largely for various engineering 
and construction purposes in harbor 
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works, railway trestles, building, ete. [t 
has proved a most suitable wood for the 
manufacture of railway carriages, wagon 
work and heavy construction generally, 
This good, sound, serviceable wood js 
used also for inside joiner’s work and for 
fine characters of furniture, and cabinet 
work, especially when figured. Its chief 
use in England has been for beams, keelsons, 
engine-bearers, and planking in ship build- 
ing. A full-grown tree will furnish logs 
of from thirty to forty, or even fifty feet 
in length, and from twelve to twenty-four 
inches square taken from the main stem; 
while the other parts would cut into the 
most choice and valuable pieces in demand 
for naval architecture, such, for instance, 
as keels, stem-posts, floors, ribs, beams, 
knees, breasts, backs, etc.

(FROM ARCHITECTURE) 
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A NEW PLAN FOR SECURING 
BUILDING ESTIMATES 


O anyone who has given the subject 
T much thought, it is perfectly appar- 

ent that the method of estimating 
employed at present in this country by 
contractors invited to submit tenders on 
building construction work, is grossly in- 
efficient and wasteful. For example, it is 
probable that the average undertaking 
involving an expenditure of $25,000 or 
more, for construction, will be estimated 
upon by not less than a half dozen contrac- 
tors. That is, there are made up individ- 
ually at least six estimates, each one of 
which may have cost, let us say, $100 to 
prepare. If the law of averages obtains, 
and the contractor secures one contract 
out of six estimated, he must obviously 
add to the amount of his tender a matter 
of $600 to cover cost of estimating. If a list 
of quantities could have been furnished 
to contractors, the cost of making up five 
of these estimates would practically have 
been eliminated and thus an economic 
saving effected, to say nothing of the ad- 
vantage of securing actual competition 
in ability to perform work and shrewdness 
in purchasing materials, rather than a com- 
petition involving a gamble on the amount 
of materials which the building will con- 
tain, when the quantities are in reality 
fixed and immutable. 
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It is a realization of the foregoing 
situation and the existence of a plan to 
correct it, that has occasioned the organi- 
zation of the Association of United States 
Quantity Surveyors, with offices at 101 
Park Avenue, New York City. This Asso- 
ciation proposes to establish in place of 
the present inefficient and wasteful meth- 
ods, a system of estimating on bills of 
quantities;—that is, the architect or engi- 
neer will in accordance with this plan, 
issue with his drawings and specifications 
a survey or bill of the quantities of the 
various classes and kinds of work and 
materials entering into the proposed con- 
struction. The contractor will then simply 
set his prices against the various quantities 
in the survey. His estimate will be a state- 
ment of the fixed amounts of money for 
which he will work fixed quantities of 
materials in accordance with the require- 
ments of the plans and specifications. If 
the ultimate quantities of materials enter- 
ing into the construction vary from the 
quantities set forth in the bill or survey 
which constitutes the basis of the work, 
the money amount of the contract will 
also vary accordingly. 

Of course, the owner must assume re- 
sponsibility for the bill of quantities pub- 
lished with the drawings and specifications; 
otherwise the ends sought will be defeated. 

It is plain that the architect and engineer 
will find it necessary eventually to organize 
their offices to prepare accurate bills of 
quantities, the owner to pay the cost. 
He does so indirectly now, but under 
present conditions he pays for the making 
of a half-dozen estimates instead of simply 
the cost of estimating his own work. 

The plan proposed has, of course, been 
in operation in countries of the Old World 
for some years, but its adoption in this 
country would require not only a _ re- 
organization of both architects’ and con- 
tractors’ forces, but to a considerable 
extent a re-education of the building public. 
It is probably possible to accomplish this 
educational work and the ends seem suf- 
ficiently desirable to justify the effort. 
However, the tendency of owners to demand 
a fixed contract price with the smallest 
possibility of variation, is very strong even 
though that price is to some extent a 
gamble with the chances more than even 
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that it is greater than it would be if the 
work were undertaken on a cost plus per- 
centage of profit basis. Since it would 
appear that this tendency must be over- 
come before the quantity system of esti- 
mating proposed by the Association can be 
generally realized some years will doubtless 
be required for the transition. 


NEED FOR ORGANIZATION OF 
LEGAL AID SOCIETY AS MEASURE 
OF PROFESSIONAL DEFENCE 


SERIES of important cases recently 
A decided in the Law Courts of Eng- 

land, have, according to The Builder, 
aroused a keen interest in the architectural 
profession concerning the position of its 
members in the eyes of the law. In the 
opinion of this publication, what have 
been clumsily termed “the newer respon- 
sibilities of architects” are in fact those 
liabilities which are now becoming annually 
more serious and more harassing, and 
which every judgment rendered in court 
tends to define more clearly. For the above 
reasons, it is considered that “the wayward 
comic-opera architect with long hair and 
Bohemian habits is out of date in this 
strenuous age of earnest competition, and 
that his successor must be capable of 
looking after himself in cross-examination 
as well as in the atelier.” 

In a timely and somewhat extended 
article, it is pointed out that architects 
have probably given less attention to 
matters of professional defence than have 
the members of the other so-called “‘learned”’ 
‘allings. The truth of the situation as 
set forth will probably be generally con- 
ceded, and but little reflection will be 
required to arrive at the conclusion that 
the subject deserves attention in America 
as well as in England. Architects are 
continually imposed upon in various ways 
and under present conditions are practic- 
ally without redress, due to the fact that 
the individual effort of one member of 
the profession could have little effect, 
even if the time and expense involved in 
an action to enforce justice could be 
afforded. If an organization existed in 
the profession, or a department were es- 
tablished in existing organizations, sup- 
ported by membership dues, for the pur- 
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pose of correcting abuses practiced on 
architects or obtaining redress, where jin 
the opinion of the department an injustice 
had been done, it is quite apparent that 
there would soon be less occasion than 
exists at present for making complaint. 

Instances where architects have entered 
competitions or devoted their time and 
energies in good faith, simply, as has 
subsequently developed, to gratify the 
curiosity or further the interests of some 
unscrupulous board or individual owner, 
are of almost weekly occurrence. Others 
involving non-payment of fees withheld 
on some pretext or another, are even more 
common. Then there is the more serious 
case of the architect upon whom attempts 
have been made to place responsibility 
for failures of various kinds due to causes 
beyond his control, and to all these may 
be added those instances wherein either 
through ignorance or a_ wilful desire to 
mislead, the profession, or some proportion 
of it, is done incalculable injury by articles 
and expressions that appear from time to 
time in the public press. 

Architects who have had occasion to 
take a grievance to court have almost 
invariably been astonished at the ignorance 
of the average attorney and judge concern- 
ing the architect, his functions and _ his 
relation to owner, contractor and the pub- 
lic. Ifa legal protective society or depart- 
ment in existing organizations of archi- 
tects could be established, in charge of 
a corps of legal experts trained in matters 
pertaining to architectural practice, there 
seems little doubt but that the interests 
of the profession would be furthered in no 
small degree. The matter is one deserving 
most careful investigation and study. 


A RECENT LEGAL DECISION 

CHANGES ON CONTRACT BY AGREEMENT 

Where the owner orders changes made 
in the construction of a building, although 
the contract provides that no extra work 
shall be allowed except on a written order, 
if such work is done at the instance of the 
owner, from which a benefit is derived, it 
must be regarded as an independent con- 
tract, for which a recovery may be had.

AN OVERRULED ART 


An editorial in a recent issue of the Boston 
(Mass.) “Herald” describes with such forcefulness 
a condition existing in Boston, and equally preva- 
lent in every large city in the Unifed States, that 
we are elad to print it in full, as follows: 


“While sculptors, painters and composers are 
hindered in their arts only by their materials, archi- 
tects, on the contrary, are held down not only by 
the building laws but by the arbitrary orders of 
their clients. Architecture is the one art that speaks 
directly to untechnical common sense; and, more’s 
the pity, it is the one art that cannot speak with 
freedom. 

“When a building is done it rarely pictures what 
the architect wished ; it records the conflict between 
his insight and the owner’s insistence ; nine times in 
ten it is either an attempt at what rightly would 
have cost much more, or else a flat surrender to 
bare utilities, cheap and joyless. Turn to the Bos- 
ton School Board’s filed reports and scan the cuts 
of the public school buildings of this city: the long 
series can hardly be matched for ugliness. But do 
not blame overmuch the hampered architects. 
Glance at the unadorned addition to the Simmons 
College building in the Fenway; it surely is not 
what any architect advised; it is what the trustees 
felt they could afford. And this new home for the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, towering now 
just at the turn of Huntington avenue, stops the 
splendid, mile-long vista with only windows and 
more windows. No wonder it has brought blame 
upon the architects. But in fairness it should only 
stir regret that limited funds and rising cost of con- 
struction did not make possible a monumental build- 
ing, adapted to the site and hinting, by varied 
facades, the varied service the association renders. 
Such a welcome addition to the city’s better build- 
ings would have cost more money than there was 
in hand. And as the architects did the next best 
thing, already the indulgent city forgives the dis- 
appointment. 

“But still our architects are debtors to their art; 
they will serve the common good by never yielding 
a point without a struggle. Until they have a freer 
hand in planning, especially in planning public 
structures, until they are allowed to plan each build- 
ing on a scale that leaves a little money for inter- 
esting features, for fineness of proportion, for here 
and there at least a delicate detail, they well may 
view their duty toward the public as in no small 
part the education of their clients.” 


AND COMMENT 


SKYSCRAPERS FOR COURTHOUSES 

The plan to solve the courthouse needs in Kings 
County, New York, by the erection of a sky- 
scraper building on the site of the present court- 
house and municipal building, has been discussed 
by judges and lawyers with considerable earnest- 
ness. A number of interviews with members of 
the legal profession have been printed and it is 
interesting to note the diversity of opinion as to 
the desirability of placing courthouses in the upper 
stories of high buildings. On the one hand, we 
have the opinion, that to place courthouses high 
in the air would serve to remove them from the 
noises of street traffic that at present are so often 
a disturbing feature of courtroom procedure. On 
the other, there is much frank hostility to any such 
arrangement, as to quote one of the judges inter- 
viewed: “It would be impossible to provide eleva- 
tor service to carry from the various court rooms 
large numbers of people who would all at a cer- 
tain time be leaving the building during the court 
recesses.” 

The plans submitted call for a building of 24 
stories. It is yet to be seen to what extent the 
opinion of the judges and members of the bar will 
influence their modification. 


PROPOSED IMPROVEMENT FOR RIVERSIDE 
DRIVE, NEW YORK 


Tentative plans for the improvement of the 
waterfront along Riverside Drive on Manhattan 
Island, New York City, which inclu » a stadium, a 
watergate and memorial, are now bei * considered 
by a committee representing the Depa.*~ent of 
Parks, Columbia University and the Robert Fulton 
Memorial Association. From what has_ been 
learned it would appear that the various heads of 
the city departments, the University and prominent 
citizens are agreed as to the desirability of proceed- 
ing with the proposed plan. It is to be hoped 
that something more than the usual discussion that 
has heretofore marked any reference to an im- 
provement of Riverside Drive will transpire. 


THE R. I. B. A. KALENDAR FOR 1913 
The R. I, B. A. Kalendar for 1913, a very dig- 
nified publication of 50 pages, size 54% x 8%, has 
been received. ° This is a work which, no doubt, 
is much appreciated by every architect in Great 
Britain, as it contains between its covers a list ot 
the Fellows, Associates and Licentiates of the In- 
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stitute, with their addresses, the by-laws of the In- 
stitute, a bibliography of architectural publications 
and a list of allied societies with names of officers 
and members.

The rapacity of foreign collectors of French art 
of every description has caused the French Govern- 
ment to become aroused to the necessity of checking 
as far as possible the depletion of the art treasures 
of the country by exportation to America, where 
many examples are now finding a final resting place 
in the collection of rich American amateurs. A 
discussion has occurred in the French Chamber of 
Deputies during which the Government gave assur- 
ance that a more effective guard would be provided 
in future and necessary steps taken to safeguard 
the art of France from the rapacity of the American 
collector. 





TO SUPERINTEND INDEPENDENCE HALL, 
PHILADELPHIA 


It is stated in Philadelphia papers that Mr. Ed- 
ward A. Crane, of the architectural firm of Rankin, 
Kellogg & Crane, has been appointed superintendent 
of Independence Hall. This appointment, the re- 
sult of Institute activity and letters addressed to the 
head of the city government protesting against the 
carelessness with which this venerated landmark 
has been subjected in recent years, is regarded with 
much approval in all quarters as an assurance that 
Independence Hall will receive that solicitous care 
to which it is entitled by reason of the historical 
association that surrounds it.

THE CITY Or THE FUTURE 

M. Eugene Henard, municipal architect of Paris, 
in an address before a town-planning conference, 
forecasts in a somewhat original way the ideal city 
of the future. M. Henard believes that light and 
energy will be conveyed by electricity; gasoline 
and oxygen will supply heat, and liquid air will 
maintain refrigeration throughout the building. He 
foretells that the normal height of buildings will 
be exactly the width of the street—in sharp con- 
trast to a German architect, who is urging the sky- 
scraper in Berlin—that the roofs of houses will be 
platforms upon which gardens will be grown and 
that the various routine of our domestic lives will 
be so changed owing to the improved conditions 
that will surround them that the physiognomy of 
towns will be entirely altered. His belief that the 
introduction of motor-driven vehicles and the 
elimination of the horse with rapid improvement 
in the science of aviation, will effect most radical 
changes, is perhaps not as chimerical as many will 
imagine.

AN IMPORTANT LEGAL DECISION 


The attorney general for the State of California 
has recently handed down an opinion to State 
Superintendent of Public Construction Hyatt, to 
the effect that under the law now existing in the 
State of California, architects are not obliged to 
give a bond insuring the construction of school 
buildings within their estimates, in case no con- 
tractor could be induced to erect the structure for 
the sum proposed by the architect’s figures. Pre- 
vious interpretations of this law have resulted in 
much confusion and positive loss to architects, and 
the opinion of the attorney general, it is believed, 
will result in a wider interpretation of its provi- 
sions. 
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BALTIMORE PROPOSES TO TAX BILLBOARDS 


The need to find additional municipal revenue in 
Baltimore, in order to reduce the present tax rate 
which citizens regard as excessive, is the excuse 
offered by the Board of Estimate in proposing, 
according to local papers, to place a tax on bill- 
boards. So flagrantly offensive have billboards be- 
come in Baltimore that citizens have made frequent 
complaints to the authorities and asked for their 
suppression. The Board of Estimate proposes, 
therefore, such measures as will give relief from 
this nuisance and at the same time add what it is 
expected will be a considerable amount to the city’s 
revenue.

A Berlin correspondent in The New York 
Times quotes an interview from the Berliner 
Morgen-Post, in which Dr. Wolther Rathenau, 
an engineer of prominence, states “Nothing 
architecturally so imposing as New York has 
been created since the Middle Ages.” Dr. 
Rathenau strongly favors revision of the Ber- 
lin building laws so as to permit the construction 
of tall buildings on the American plan and attacks 
the present German laws limiting the heights of 
buildings, as archaic. He adds: “A&sthetic reasons 
are commonly advanced in Germany against the 
skyscraper. To my mind there is nothing more 
magnificent in the world than the glimpse the in- 
coming ocean passenger gets of New York. New 
constructive ideas in architecture have been de- 
veloped there and we shall be deficient until we 
have learned to appreciate and permit them.”

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in its place and way pays tribute to the architect's 
personality, and the ore intimate and refined his 
conception of values, the more disastrous the in- 
trusion of foreign ideas. 

The sense of unity, undivided responsibility, etc., 
is as conspicuously necessary in the erection of a 
building as in the execution of other projects. 

The dependence of the contractor upon the cer- 
tificate of the designing architect is in itself an 
incentive to co-operation between the architect and 
the builder; and the infinite number of details re- 
quiring attention, which from the contractor’s point 
of view are unessential, might never be done but 
for the power exercised by the architect through 
his control of the certificate of payment. 

That the payment of an architect’s fees should 
be dependent upon the certificate of a consulting 
architect would seem to be monstrous, but when 
architects are employed by owners to continue and 
conduct the work of other architects the logical 
conclusion is that the compensation of the designing 
architects depends upon the will of the consulting 
architect, not necessarily directly, but as a psycho- 
logical result of conditions. Conditions are known 
to exist which would point to such a relationship. 

The true and untrammeled personality of the 
architect would hardly be expected to express itself 
under such conditions. Dependent for his com- 
pensation on the approbation of another architect 
who might well differ honestly with him in matters 
of taste, whose judgment might be better or worse 
in matters of construction and whose anxiety to 
“make good” with an owner might prompt a too 
exacting criticism of his methods, the position of 
the architect would be quite untenable, unless, of 
course, he was in spirit and fact an excellent “head 
draftsman.” 

The architect in all of his relations with the con- 
tractor is the agent of the owner. In order that 
this relation should be effective, it should be un- 
trammeled by the injection of extra personalities. 
In answer to which the contention may be forth- 
coming: 

The consulting architect represents the owner in 
the premises and would therefore not interfere with 
the function of the architect in his relations with 
the contractor. To which, in reply, we would say 
that if the consulting architect represents the owner 
and does not criticise the design or interfere in 
any way with the architect, what is he there for? 

The greater part of an architect's work consists 
in making effective directions dependent on judg- 
ment and taste. In matters of judgment and taste, 
men of necessity differ, and a consulting architect 
is as sure to differ with another architect as that 
their temperaments are different, with the result 
that either the consulting architect yields to the 
architect, or vice versa. In the first case, there is 
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no need of a consulting architect; in the second, 
the architect is architect only in name. 

If, then, the services of a consulting architect 
are incompatible with fairness to the architect who 
has the work, how can an owner avail himself of 
superior architectural talent in a building project? 
By the association of the various elements whose 
abilities are to be employed in a business arrange- 
ment, by an arrangement in which, so far as the 
owner is concerned, they are joiniry responsibie. 
In this relation there is no occasion for criticism 
to the owner, of one architect by the other—no need 
of bringing to the attention of the owner the 
thousand and one differences which occur over 
trifles ; in fact, the relation is normal and the resuits 
more satisfactory than with the other arrangement 
where one architect is employed to watch another. 
This is so because all the benefits of consulta‘ion 
and conference are secured without the possible 
intrusion of the objectionable elements referred to. 

The legal status of a contract between a con- 
tractor and an owner when an architect is named 
in the contract, and a consulting architect, as repre- 
senting the owner, is exercising authority on the 
job and interfering with the true judgments of the 
architect, would be an interesting phase of the 
question. 

We are inclined to think that occasion might 
arise where the sworn testimony of two architects 
on the same job would differ, and it is conceivable 
that a contractor, seeing the inevitable differences 
of opinion, might succeed in having extras allowed 
and work accepted under the rule of two architects 
when such a result would be impossible when one 
architect was responsible. The management of a 
building operation is much a matter of compromise, 
adjustment, give a little here and take a little there, 
and the success of the work depends so much on 
the spirit of fairness rather than on the exact 
“hewing to a line,” that it would appear to be 
entirely within reason to suppose that an undivided 
interest. i. e.. a firm of two or more architects asso- 
ciated as partners, would produce better results 
than two or more architects employed independently 
by the owner and working together under a hap- 
hazard arrangement. 

As to the ethics in the premises, the inference 
from the above might well be that ethics, like 
morals and manners, are matters of taste; and 
precise codes of ethics must evolve from experience.

They further state that the 
white efflorescence, which so often occurs and makes 
cement blocks and stucco plaster unsightly, is not 
possible when this waterproofed cement is used, nor 
will it in any way change the color of the concrete.

CURRENT NEWS 


AN HONEST CRITICISM OF PICTURES AND 
THEIR PAINTERS 

Every artist knows the shortcomings of critical 
articles prepared by men and women who “grind 
out” that sort of thing for the daily press. They 
know how little their pictures are understood by 
these people, and even more thoroughly realize 
that very often their success and ability to sell their 
picture depends on the published criticism of these 
self-appointed arbiters of their fame and fortune. 

It is as far away as the antipodes that we note in 
the Journal of the Royal Victorian Institute of 
Architects, Melbourne, Australia, a cricicism of 
three exhibitions of painting, wherein the critic 
appears to know his topic, the pictures and the men 
who paint them. 

Imagine one of our own critics acknowledging 
that artists are human and must earn money to live, 
by stating: “It is, we think, a wholesome rule that 
the live painter shall enjoy the fruits of his labors. 
It is a poor satisfaction for a clever artist to know 
that after he is gone the picture-seller will reap 
the benefit of shrewd buying.” 

How much better to place the painter before the 
public in this commonsense way, as a man like 
other men, with daily needs that must be supplied 
if he is to live, than the “gush” that fills the columns 
of our Sunday supplements and which creates an 
artificial atmosphere about artists and their work 
that is a real retardance to their material advance- 
ment. 


ARCHITECTS OPPOSE CITY PLAN- 
NING COMMISSION 


The Boston Society of Architects through its 
Committee on Public Improvement have protested 
against the proposed City Planning Commission 
scheme under consideration by the Committee on 
Ordinances of the City Council. This action is the 
result of a request by the Council that the Society 
gives its opinion of the plan. While in sympathy 
with the idea of a body of experts embodied to 
correlate and co-ordinate various and diverse mu- 
nicipal enterprises into a well studied, consistent 
and far-seeing plan, the Committee of the Society 
is of the opinion that the proposed ordinance would 
prove ineffective, because of its too comprehensive 
and diverse character and its failure to grant any 
powers to the proposed Commission beyond that of 
spending the city’s money in the employment of 
experts and the making of maps and plans. This 
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failure of the proposed ordinance to empower actual 
accomplishment is similar in its attitude towards 
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results to that so often objected to by the Commit- 
tee on Competitions, and which had a most impor- 
tant instance in the recent report of the Indiana 
Commission. To ask architects to engage in any 
scheme that only contemplates the presentation of 
a report, and plans that are purely tentative, is to 
waste their time without any direct result. It is, 
therefore, gratifying to note the attitude of the 
3oston Society of Architects in this matter, and it 
is to be hoped that their recommendations will 
receive the careful consideration to which they are 
entitled. 


THE JOURNAL OF THE R.LB.A. 


The November, 1912, issue of the Journal of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects presents a 
good example of a publication of an architectural 
organization national in its representation. It deals 
solely with the proceedings of the Institute in its 
governing body or that of its dependent organiza- 
tions. Unlike our own Institute, the British organi- 
zation holds monthly meetings, at which papers are 
read and discussed. These papers, and particularly 
the discussion that follows their presentation, are 
of unusual interest to men in practice and their 
publication is of value to architects everywhere. 
Comparative timeliness is also a feature in this 
publication of the R. I. B. A., and members receive 
with reasonable promptness the proceedings of each 
monthly meeting. In fact, our British brethren 
appear to be particularly alert in the publication of 
their Journal, and place before their Institute mem- 
bers the discussion of live topics and eliminate the 
dry-as-dust matters that have become in a sense 
“ancient history” by reason of their oft-repeated 
publication in not only the architectural but very 
often the popular press. 


TO LIMIT FUTURE ERECTION OF INDIANA 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS 


It may be somewhat difficult to reconcile the very 
strenuous objections that have emanated from mem- 
bers of Congress from Indiana, as to the conduct 
of the office of Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury Department and reports of the chairman 
of Special Committees of Congress that have re- 
sulted in the repeal of the Tarsney act, by the fact 
that there are now projected over a dozen Federal 
buildings for erection in the state of Indiana. 
These, it would appear, have multiplied so fast and 
the amounts appropriated are apparently so much 
in excess of the estimated costs that it is reported in 
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the Muncie, Ind., Star that the Supervising Archi- 
tect has stated that too much money has been asked 
in a number of bills introduced for public buildings 
to be erected in Indiana. The newspaper reports 
detail the buildings and the amounts asked for their 
construction, and further states that the sum appro- 
priated is apparently much in excess of the estimates 
that have been prepared in the office of the Super- 
vising Architect. " 

Can it be that this is an old-time preparation to 
enjoy the fruits of ill-directed labor? 


A NEW YORK STATE BUILDING FOR NEW 
YORK CITY 


It is stated in the daily press that Commissioner 
Williams, of the Public Service Commission, is 
about to call a meeting of officers of the various 
State Departments that have offices in New York, 
with a view to formulating a scheme for a building 
to house all the various state offices that are now 
scattered all over the city. The principal offices are 
that of the Attorney General, State Excise, State 
Corporation Tax, Private Banking Department and 
the various State Traffic, Racing and Licensing 
Bureaus, that are now housed in different build- 
ings throughout the city. It is stated that an outlay 
of $160,000 a year is paid in rents and that this 
would warrant the construction of a state building 
on Manhattan Island to cost at least $4,000,000. 

It will be interesting to note the outcome of the 
proposed scheme. 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL INSTITUTE OF AMERICA 


The Archeological Institute of America at its 
33rd annual meeting in Washington voted to hold 
the next session at Montreal, Canada.

CINCINNATI ARCHITECTURAL CLUB 


At the annual dinner of the Cincinnati Architec- 
tural Club the election of officers for the coming 
year resulted as follows: 

President, Edward H. Kruckemeyer ; vice-presi- 
dent, Louis C. Wellman; secretary, Charles R. 
Strong; treasurer, John Postler, and fifth member 
of the executive committee, Leonard Willeke. 

The club has made much progress during the 
last year, many members having taken the problems 
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of the Society of Beaux-Arts Architects with grati- 
fying results as well as the competitions of the 
club. Just now the society is having an exhibit of 
work done at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and at the University of Pennsylvania. On 
January 22, Professor Warren P. Laird, of the de- 
partment of architecture at Pennsylvania, gave an 
interesting and highly instructive smoke talk. 


A QUESTION OF MUNICIPAL ART 


Boston, it would seem, has its troubles with ref- 
erence to its municipal art in exactly the same way 
that besets New York. At a recent meeting of the 
Municipal Art Commission, an appropriation was 
asked of $10,000 to remove from Commonwealth 
Avenue the statues now resting there to the pro- 
posed Charles Street mall. During the discussion 
that preceded action the chairman of the Art Com- 
mission, Dr. Thomas Allen, was outspoken in cen- 
sure of many of the statues it is proposed to re- 
move, some of which he characterized as absolutely 
without any artistic qualifications that would entitle 
them to a place anywhere in the city, and sarcasti- 
cally suggested that most them might with advan- 
tage be lost during the process of their removal. 


OHIO’S BUILDING CODE 


In a recent issue the very wise action of the Ohio 
State Building Code Commission in conferring 
with the members of the architectural profession 
throughout the state with respect to provisions in 
the proposed code, was referred to as an example 
of the proper method of procedure in these mat- 
ters. We have now to note that following this ex- 
ample the Wisconsin Industrial Commission, in 
charge of framing a code for that state, has called 
on the Wisconsin Chapter of the Institute for coun- 
sel and advice. In response to this call, the Wis- 
consin Chapter has appointed a committee consist- 
ing of Messrs. Alexander Eschweiler, Howland 
Russel and C. F. Ringer, who are now in consulta- 
tion with the Commission. 

There can be no doubt that when their labors are 
completed the result will embody the essentials to a 
safe and efficient building code. 


PULITZER FOUNTAIN FOR CENTRAL PARK 


Provision was made in the will of the late 
Joseph Pulitzer, setting aside a sum of $50,000 for 
a fountain in Central Park, preferably at the Plaza. 
It is stated in the daily press that the city authori- 
ties have granted the necessary approval for a site 
just south of the Fifty-ninth Street entrance and 
that a limited competition for a design has been 
started, to which have been invited as competitors 
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Messrs. Carrere & Hastings, Mr. H. Van Buren 
Magonigle, Messrs. McKim, Mead & White, Mr. 
John R, Pope and Mr. Arnold W. Brunner. The 
competitors, it is stated, will each receive one thou- 
sand dollars, irrespective of the winning design. 

Since writing the foregoing it is announced that 
Messrs. Carrere & Hastings are the winners of the 
competition.

BOOK NOTES 


THe PRINCIPLES OF STRUCTURAL MECHANICS. 
Treated without the use of higher mathematics. 
sy Percy J. Waldram. Full cloth, 370 pp. 5% 
x 8%. Price $3.00. New York: D. Van Nostrand 
Company. London: B. T. Batsford. 

The very title of this book will commend itself to 
the busy architect, for while he many times desires 
to further increase his acquaintance with structural 
mechanics, he is often compelled when he confronts 
the necessity of familiarity with the higher mathe- 
matics in order to follow the demonstrations, to limit 
his reading in this direction. Mr. Waldram states 
that in his experience he has found that architec- 
tural draughtsmen, although acquainted with 
numerous mathematical and graphic methods of 
solving straightforward problems in structural de- 
sign, are frequently nonplussed by slight complica- 


tions or even a small variation from the form in 
which these problems are accustomed to present 
themselves; In other words, as long as conditions 
follow smoothly along the course in which they are 
best understood, the experience of daily practice 
makes it comparatively easy, but if by any chance 
these conditions should vary, so that the usual for- 
mulz would not result in the usual accuracy, the 
draughtsman often finds himself at a loss to know 
just how to proceed without calling to his aid the 
higher mathematics, a knowledge of which he very 
often does not possess or from long disuse he has 
become unfamiliar with and inexpert. It is to meet 
these conditions that the author has written this 
book. He has apparently followed out the idea, as 
stated, and the work divested of much technical ex- 
pression is presented in such a straightforward way 
that it will be found available to a large class of 
readers. 


Notes ON HEATING AND VENTILATION. By John 
R. Allen, Professor of Mechanical Engineering, 
University of Michigan.

This work is practically a reprint of a series of 
articles published in Domestic Engineering, to 
which has been added additional information and 
the text revised to bring the subject up to the 
latest methods in heating and ventilating practice.

reliability that have characterized its earlier issues. 
It has the added value of having received careful 
revision by the author and has been extended to 
cover dimensions to 100 feet. 


Mission FuRNITURE—How to Make It. Part III. 
Full cloth, 5 x 7 inches, 120 pp. Price 50c. post- 
paid. Chicago: Popular Mechanics Book Depart- 
ment. 

This book, primarily intended for the amateur 
carpenter, is nevertheless in a sense a guide to ac- 
cepted forms in design of Mission furniture. Each 
subject illustrated is drawn in elevation and plan, 
with the various measurements, specification of ma- 
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terial required, and suggestions as to finishes. While 
it is a work perhaps amateurish in its character, yet 
to that man who, busy with his brains, sometimes 
finds recreation in working with tools, the book 
will probably be of interest.

The author states that he has written this book 
to meet the requirements of structural draughts- 
men when solving problems in hip and valley con- 
struction. Directions are given for making the shop 
drawings for the steel work for intersecting roofs 
and similar structures, and in each case the notes 
are so arranged for reference as to be of much con- 
venience. These notes are further simplified by 
illustration of general drawings and typical prob- 
lems. 

The book is a helpful one and is to be recom- 
mended for the simple, straightforward manner in 
which the subject has been treated and the elimina- 
tion of many elementary details in which struc- 
tural draughtsmen are already well versed. 


CoLoNIAL HoMES AND THEIR FurRNISHINGS. By

The illustrations in this work possess consider- 
able suggestive value to architects, as they are not 
confined entirely to well-known examples of 
Georgian houses, but present also very many well 
taken photographs of details of knockers, mantels, 
furniture, wall paper, mirrors, clocks and domestic 
utensils, all of which during Colonial times received 
the most solicitous care in their design and use. 

The book may be said to have considerable ref- 
erence value and will supply in its presentation of 
Colonial details many omissions in previous publi- 
cations.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 


COMMUNICATION 
Editor THE AMERICAN ARCHITECT. 

Sir :—Should an Owner be able to get the prelim- 
inary services of several architects without going 
through the somewhat complex process of a regular 
competition? A majority of the delegates to the 
recent convention of the A. I. A. thought so, and 
voted to retain in the code of competitions a clause 
which the committee on code revision had stricken 
out. 

The clause permits an Owner to employ several 
architects to submit plans to him without the for- 
mality of a regularly instituted competition, pro- 
vided he will agree to pay such architects the full 
commission prescribed in the “Schedule of Charges”’ 
for such services or 1 I-5 per cent of the proposed 
cost of the building. It was argued that it is a 
hardship for an Owner not to be able to obtain this 
kind of “advice” without the arduous process en- 
tailed by “regular” competition. It was also 
pointed out that an Owner has always been per- 
mitted by the code to obtain such services provided 
he employs the architects one after another, or 
“tandem,” and why then should he not be per- 
mitted to “drive abreast” and save time. 

Our Code of Competitions is the product of years 
of experience in the evils of unregulated competi- 
tion; it has been forged in the fierce heat of dis- 
cussion and criticism. It is an endeavor to lift our 
profession from the undignified scramble for work 
that has stamped us in the minds of the public as a 
commercial rather than a professional body. 

Its aim is to get for the Owner the best possible 
building and for the architects—a “square deal.” 
To accomplish this several things have been con- 
sidered vital: a properly drawn program; a proper 
professional adviser; a contract with the successful 
competitor, and remuneration to some or all. 

Now the clause referred to enables an Owner to 
cut out at a stroke all but the last of these; in other 
words, it says: “After all, the ethical considera- 
tions may all be waived, if the Owner will pay the 
Architects sufficiently well.” It tears down in a 
trice what has been so laboriously built up, and 
leaves not a shred of argument for regulated com- 
petition, save that symbolized by the dollar mark. 

But ethics aside, what is the practical value of 
this clause? How many Owners about to erect a 
million dollar building will pay 11-5 per cent to, 
say, three architects for prelimniary sketches, or a 
total sum of $36,000; how many contemplating a 
$50,000 residence will pay $1,800 for a choice of 
three preliminary schemes ? 

| believe the laity perfectly justified in feeling 
that this clause gives the slant of insincerity to all 


the ethical considerations that make up the body of 
our otherwise splendid code, and will do much 
toward confirming the oft-repeated statement, 
which we Architects have so hotly refuted, that 
the A. I. A. is nothing but a trades-union. 

I am in hopes that this letter may bring out a 
very full and frank discussion of this very vital 
point.

BOOK NOTES 


ENGLISH HOMES OF THE EARLY RENAISSANCE. 
ELIZABETHAN AND JACOBEAN HOUSES AND 
GARDENS. Edited by H. Avray Tipping, M.A., 


F.S.A. Full cloth, 423 pp., size 10% x 15%. 
Price $15.00. New York: Messrs. Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. London: George Newnes, Ltd. 

Of the many books that have come to our notice 
devoted to illustration and description of English 
domestic architecture of different periods, none 
appear to have greater suggestive value in the 
working library of the architect than this very 
important one. While it may seem to the reader 
that the subject of English domestic architecture 
has been so well exploited as to leave nothing fur- 
ther to be either said or shown, we do not remember 
to have ever received a work that presents to the 
architectural reader those essentials of design and 
setting of country houses as graphically as has 
been accomplished in this volume. 

Contrary to the usual rule of photographing and 
reproducing every possible aspect of the exterior 
and interior of these famous old houses, the author 
of the present work has contented himself with one 
or two views of exteriors and has expended his en- 
ergy in photographing in each case a great many of 
the important details both inside and out. The re- 
sult is that a man largely engaged in the practice 
of domestic architecture in this country will, if he 
possesses this book, find ready at hand material 
that in many instances in its suggestive value will 
repay the entire cost of the work. 
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The text is equally informing and leads the 
reader to a knowledge of the social and political 
conditions of the times when these houses were 
erected, and will enable him to account for features 
in design and employment of material in construc- 
tion. 

The use of brick in domestic architecture is at no 
period better shown than in the English house of 
the early Renaissance, or the one hundred years 
that elapsed between the close of the reign of 
Henry VIII and the outbreak of the Civil War 
in 1642. 

Of all the houses illustrated there is little prob- 
ability that any of them, after the lapse of so many 
years, stand to-day in just the way they were 
originally designed. Successive generations of 
owners have left their mark upon these stately 
dwellings, and often much of the charm that is 
present to-day is the result of intelligent and dis- 
criminating additions or restorations that have 
taken place. While in their essence the buildings 
typify the period during which they were erected, 
they are as interesting as an open book to architects 
who may read in the various modifications and 
extensions, both indoors and out, the successive 
phases of domestic architecture in England. That 
the result is in most cases an harmonious and 
artistic one bespeaks the reverential attitude of the 
owners toward the buildings, and the ability of the 
architects and builders who carried out their ideas. 





Tue New Buitpinc Estimator. A practical guide 
to estimating the cost of labor and material in 
building construction. Eleventh edition, revised 
and enlarged. By William Arthur. Flexible 
cloth, 700 pp., size 4% x 7 inches. Price $3.00. 
New York: David Williams Company. 

The Building Estimator, of which the present 
book is an outgrowth, was first published in 1904. 
Through its various editions the rapid increase in 
material and methods of construction have necessi- 
tated many additions in order to make each suc- 
ceeding volume of practical use, until the present 
bulky size has been reached. The book is a vade 
mecum of information, and the fact that it has 
become a standard source of reference in solving 
rapidly and accurately many of the questions of 
estimating in building construction proves its value 
to the architect and builder. The present volume 


includes an hourly wage table and many tables 
of newer forms of material, and will, it is believed, 
be found to be accurate and thorough in its pres- 
entation as the volumes that have preceded it.

SELF-FLUSHING CUSPIDOR 

Messrs. McDermont & Mory, 25 West Second 
Street, Dayton, Ohio, in a pamphlet recently issued, 
illustrate and explain a self-flushing cuspidor, the 
merits of which would seem to be worthy of inves- 
tigation. The ordinary cuspidor constitutes a men- 
ace to health and is an unsanitary feature of our 
surroundings. This cuspidor, it is stated, is de- 
signed to replace the old style form and may be in- 
stalled wherever water connections can be secured. 
The makers state that these cuspidors are thor- 
oughly ventilated, they require no attendant to re- 
move and clean them and that they believe their 
introduction will solve the problem of the unsightly 
and disease-spreading method now in use. The 
flushing is secured by means of a foot-trip that may 
be placed in any convenient location. Detailed 
drawings with sketches of installations are shown 
in the pamphlet. 

For hotel lobbies, hospitals, smoking rooms and 
similar places the introduction of a utility of this 
nature would seem to be a step in the direction of 
better sanitation. 


THE CEMENT GUN 

At a meeting of the American Society of Engi- 
neering Contractors, Mr. William A. Jordan, a 
member of the Society, delivered a very interesting 
illustrated address on “The Use of the Cement Gun 
in Modern Cement Construction.” This address 
has been reprinted for distribution by the Eastern 
Cement Gun Company, 280 du Pont Building, Wil- 
mington, Del. 

Perhaps no better means of explaining the meth- 
od of use and the advantages of cement guns could 
have been adopted than in the publication of this 
address. In the discussion which followed it, a 
great many questions were propounded by the va- 
rious members of the Society present and were 
answered with much detail and frankness by Mr. 
‘Jordan.

It 
appears that many important buildings have had 
cement surfaces treated with this form of water- 
proofing and wear-resisting material.

‘There was further a general. lack 
of scale in the elevations resulting in a discrepancy between 
the plan and elevation. 

The plans receiving “‘first mentions” showed in general 
either a successful avoidance of the above difficulties, 
or skill in solution in face of them.

The drawings of the Archwology Problem for a Byzan- 
tine Balcony were of very unequal merit.

TOWN PLANNING ARTICLES 

The series of articles on “Town Planning” by 
Mr. Frank Koester that are now appearing in the 
AMERICAN ARCHITECT, will be found to constitute 
an authoritative and instructive discussion of a sub- 
ject that is becoming increasingly important to 
architects.

ARCHITECTURAL LICENSE LAW IN UTAH

gives the State Board of Architecture power to re- 
voke the licenses of architects for violation of the 
law or the rules of the Board. 

While it is commendable to surround the profes- 
sion of architecture with safeguards from irrespon- 
sible and incompetent practitioners, it would also 
seem advisable that laws enacted should be uniform 
and not conflict with laws passed by other states. 
In fact, the American Institute of Architects can 
undertake no better work than to do whatever is 
possible to codify the laws with relation to the prac- 
tice of architects as passed by various state legis- 
latures and then secure the adoption of the code 
uniformly throughout the United States. 


FIRE WASTE A LIVING EXPENSE 

Mr. Franklin H. Wentworth, secretary of the 
National Fire Protection Association, in an address 
before an audience in Newark, N. J., stated that as a 
contributory cause for the high cost of living, the 
fire waste in this country represented one of the 
most potential factors. Radical measures were ad- 
vocated by Mr. Wentworth and among them a pro- 
vision similar to that enforced in many European 
countries where carelessness on the part of citizens 
responsible for the origin of fires is considered an 
offence against the public welfare and amenable to 
the law as such.

THE RHODE ISLAND CHAPTER OF THE A. TI. A. 


The monthly meetings of the Rhode Island Chap- 
ter are usually of interest and the January meeting 
was no exception. The subject of City Planning 
was very thoroughly discussed on that occasion and 
many of the errors that are now apparent in the 
plan of Providence, R. I., and in the tentative 
scheme for city improvement, were strongly criti- 
cized and their correction advocated. Consistency is 
always commendable. Adverse criticism is com- 
paratively easy, but the critic should be prepared, 
as in the case of the Rhode Island Chapter, to sug- 
gest means to overcome civic conditions that are 
apparent to men eminently capable to discern them. 


THE GEORGE WASHINGTON MEMORIAL HALL 
IN WASHINGTON, D. C. 

Tentative plans have been prepared for a pro- 
posed George Washington Memorial Hall in Wash- 
ington, D. C. The desirability of carrying forward 
this project is emphasized by the abandonment of 
the inaugural ball this year for lack of a proper 
building in which to hold it, and the necessity for 
disturbing the routine of an important public de- 
partment, if it should have been held in the Pen- 
sion Building, as heretofore. 

The question of an adequate building for cere- 
monial purposes has been considered every four 
years during the last quarter century. As inaugura- 
tion day has approached, the enthusiasm has grown 
and as the day has passed it has correspondingly 
waned and nothing has been accomplished. It is 
now hoped that the Government’s demonstrated 
poverty of adequate buildings (at the National 
Capital) for ceremonial occasions will stimulate the 
present sentiment and result in some measure of ac- 
complishment. 
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“STANDARDIZED METAL CAGING” 


The Mitchell-Tappen Company, of 149 L[road- 
way, New York City, have devised what they term 
a “standardized metal caging” for use in the con- 
struction of fireproof buildings. The device con- 
sists of a continuous clip with predetermined offset, 
its object being to hold concrete fireproofing to 
steel in such a manner that a known uniform result 
is obtained. It is claimed that this protection serves 
to actually fireproof the steel members constituting 
the skeleton frame of a building and when properly 
applied makes them fireproof beyond question. The 
difficulties encountered in attempts to secure con- 
crete to steel are well known to architects and engi- 








neers, and if the claims of the manufacturers of 
“standardized metal caging” are fully substantiated 
in extended practice, the material will undoubtedly 
find a large demand. 


The caging is constructed of galvanized steel 
wire, electrically welded and made in sizes to fit 
various depths of beams, from 4 to 24 inches, single 
or double. It is also used on columns, girders, etc. 
In fact, it is applicable to all steel shapes and can 
even be readily used in conjunction with terra cotta 
floor arches. 

The manufacturers will gladly furnish further 
particulars or samples of material to those inter- 
ested.

COMMUNICATION 


Editor AMERICAN ARCHITECT, 

Sir:— 

Mr. William O. Ludlow, in his communication of Feb- 
ruary 12th, argues against permitting an owner to secure 
sketches from different architects, even though these 
sketches be paid for. Not so long since, a certain gentle- 
man Wished to remodel in a picturesque way an old mill 
that stood on his country estate. The work amounted 
to perhaps three or four thousand dollars. Several archi- 
tects were asked to submit sketches, myself among the 
number, and when each of us presented our bill for pre- 
liminary sketches, we were promptly paid. Now it would 
have been utterly absurd to have put the whole mountain- 
ous machinery of programme, professional advisor, ete., 
etc., into operation to grind out this little mouse of a $50 
sketch, wouldn’t it? Besides, I am utterly unable to see 
wherein the profession was damaged by what I and the 
other architects did. Let us not forget that the architect 
is triune; he is artist, professional man and business man. 
No code of ethics can possibly stand the pressure of public 
opinion unless it fits equally well any artist, any professional 
man, and any business man. ‘The architect is in the high- 
est sense, the servant of the people. His duty,—like the 
duty of every man, whether doctor or ditch-digger,—is 
primarily to the world at large; and after that, to his own 
particular profession. We realize how utterly indefensible 
is the attitude of the master-plumbers when they force 
upon the public the ruling of their Baltimore Convention, 

in the matter of refusing to sell plumbing fixtures, 
unless they also have the privilege of installing them. 
This particular case is of course selfishness run rampant; 
but frankly, will not we be practically in the same category, 
if we make a fetich of our programme and _ professional 
advisor? In theory, all this is for the protection of the 
public; but when we come right “down to brass tacks,” 
isn’t it, after all, intended primarily for our own protection? 
Have we any right to say to the public, in effect, “We'll 
only play the game according to our own rules, and we do 
not propose to consult you or anyone else when we make 
those rules?” 

This isn’t an argument for doing away with the ethical 
code and the competition code, mind you, it is only an 
argument for flexibility and modern progressivism as 
against rigidity and conservatism.

IN LONDON

The Atelier is under the direction of Mr. Charles

The prospectus states in addition to the formal 
announcement of the opening of the Atelier, as 
follows: 


The Atelier will be conducted, as far as possible, on 
similar lines to those in Paris, and will enable Architec- 
tural students in England to receive a like training in the 
principles of design. 

As the Atelier devotes itself solely to the study of 
Architectural composition, such other knowledge as is 
necessary to the practising architect must be acquired by 
the student from the sources already existing for the pur- 
pose. 

It is thought that such an Atelier will be widely appreci- 
ated by the increasing number of students who realize 
the advantages it offers, that it will be found useful by 
those who wish to complete their education in Paris, and 
that the facilities it will afford for the acquisition of the 
necessary knowledge and skill will encourage more students 
to take this course. 

The Atelier will also be available for those French 
students who wish to acquire an advanced knowledge of 
English domestic work, and for English students intending 
to settle in America or Canada, where an architect has 
little chance, even as an assistant, unless he has a training 
on Beaux Arts lines. 


This very radical innovation in the education of 
the English architectural student will, we feel con- 
fident, be regarded with much interest by the pro- 
fession in this country. 

It has been realized for some time that the meth- 
ods employed in Great Britain in imparting a 
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knowledge of architectural design were inadequate 
to properly equip the student to compete against his 
foreign brethren, especially French and American. 
This is very freely acknowledged in the last para- 
graph of the prospectus quoted above. We pre- 
dict that the institution of the Beaux-Arts Atelier 
is the forerunner of many others in Britain, and 
when the excellence of the results that will un- 
doubtedly accrue have become apparent even the 
most conservative will be ready to grant approval.

CIRCASSIAN WALNUT 


According to a report issued by the Department 
of Agriculture, the United States is probably the 
largest consumer of Circassian walnut, one of the 
world’s best known and most expensive cabinet 
woods. The tree is native to the eastern slopes of 
the Caucasus and ranges eastward to the foothills of 
the Himalaya Mountains, from which it extends 
southward to Northern India and the mountains of 
upper Burma. It has been widely planted in Europe 
and the United States. The wood grown here, 
however, has not the qualities demanded for the 
highest grade of interior finish and furniture. Much 
of the Circassian walnut now used comes from the 
Black Sea and other parts of Asia. 

The demand for Circassian walnut has resulted 
in the substitution of other woods. Our own red 
gum is often sold as Circassian walnut, and butter- 
nut is also similar in its general appearance to the 
less highly figured grades. \frican, 
Asian and South American woods resemble Circas- 
sian walnut, though none possess the magnificent fig- 
ures, delicate tones and velvety texture of the latter. 

The circular issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture discusses the supply and uses of Circas- 
sian walnut and points out the distinctive marks 
which the Government experts have discovered by 
which substitutions may be distinguished from the 
genuine wood. A copy of the circular will be sent 
to any one applying for it.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 


TENDENCIES IN AMERICAN ARCHITECTURE 

Mr. Walter Cook, president, and Mr. Ralph 
Adams Cram, chairman of the Committee on Educa- 
tion, of the American Institute of Architects, dis- 
cussing the present tendencies in American architec- 
ture told the Contemporary Club of Philadelphia at 
a meeting held on February 11 that in their belief 
the chaotic conditions that have heretofore sur- 
rounded architecture in America are about to end 
and that fortunately the architect in America was 
giving forceful expression in his own originality 
and incorporating in his design a structural history 
of the country. Fs 

Mr. Cook expressed the opinion that Philadelphia 
was the home of the simple clagsics in the field of 
architecture. He announced the tendency towards 
the standardization in the design of state buildings, 
and his statement that it wag not necessary for every 
capitol building to be plarined with a dome is one 
that in the interest of /a diversity in the artistic 
presentment of our public buildings will, we are sure, 
receive wide approval. His further opinion, voiced 
during the course gf his remarks, that the impedi- 
ment to a broader/and higher course of architecture 
in this country was the lack of freedom of expres- 
sion afforded Ahe designers, and that it was his 
belief that when architects were given free rein to 
express io fhe fullest extent their ideas of the neces- 
sities of the buildings under conte rplation, we will 
rise to Ahe higher and truer plane of architecture 
that he felt sure will ultimately be reached in this 
country. 

Mr. Cram was equally insistent as to this point 
And referred to Fifth Avenue, New York, as an 
‘example of what chaos can be wrought by the lack 
of a contemporaneous style, and said that it repre- 
sented a conglomerate architecture of every age and 
nation. 

Other speakers at this interesting meeting were 
Prof. Warren P. Laird, of the University of Penn- 
sylvania; Mr. Albert Kelsey, and Mr. Frank Miles 
Day, chairman of the Committee on Competitions. 


THE MORGAN PICTURES AT THE 


POLITAN MUSEUM OF ART 


Probably no art collector to-day has shown a 
greater willingness to permit the general public an 
opportunity to view the treasures of ari that he has 
collected than Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan. The various 
galleries of the Metropolitan Museum present many 
examples loaned by Mr. Morgan, each one with par- 
ticular reference to supplementing and completing 
the educational value of the collections of which 
they form a part. Continuing this very generous

policy, Mr. Morgan has selected from his collection 
of paintings and placed on exhibition upwards of 
thirty canvases, each one of which possesses not only 
the highest value as a masterpiece of the painter’s 
art, but is also surrounded with historic associations 
that render it of particular interest. The painters 
represented in this collection of pictures include 
Rubens, Van Dyck, Rembrandt, Hobbema, Gains- 
borough, Lawrence, Reynolds and Madame Le- 
Brun, together with a beautiful example of Lippo 
Lippi. 

That the public has a sincere appreciation of art 
and a keen interes: in its highest interpretation is 
shown by the fact that ever since the galleries con- 
taining these pictures have been open they have 
been thronged throughout the day with people whose 
conduct clearly indicates that it is something more 
than mere curiosity and the large intrinsic value of 
the collection that has prompted them to visit the 
Museum. During recent years, or in fact since 
the directorship of the late Sir Purdon Clark, the 
Metropolitan Museum as an educational art institu- 
tion has become of increasing value. The re- 
arrangement of the various exhibits has greatly 
facilitated their study by students and has also stimu- 
lated an interest in the higher phases of art of 
many people whose visits to the Museum have been 
in the first instance prompted merely by a curiosity 
to view the rare things that have been displayed. 
No public institution in New York is perhaps 
regarded with greater respect by the community, 
and we feel sure that there is none more worthy of 
support and encouragement. 


INDIANA CHAPTER FAVORS ABOLITION OF 
COMPETITIONS 

It is reported in the daily press that the Indiana 
Chapter of the American Institute of Architects 
adopted at a recent meeting a resolution authorizing 
a commi.tee to conduct a campaign with the object 
of eliminating competitions among architects in the 
designing of large buildings. It is stated that 
the resolution does not take any objections to con- 
tests in which the plans are judged by an impartial 
jury, but it is insisted that a decision given by one 
man as to the merits of the plans submitted is unfair, 
and to that method decided objections are taken. 

It was announced at this meeting that a bill pro- 
viding that all architects in the State of Indiana be 
licensed will be presented to the State Legislature at 
an early date.

the meeting of the chap-er on the subject of “Tire 
Protection.”

Many of the tentative designs 
for the forthcoming Panama-Pacific 
were shown and the exhibition is said to have been 
in every way successful.

ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE DELHI ARCHITECTS 

The official announcement that Mr. E. L. Luytens 
and Mr. Herbert Baker, with Sir Swinton Jacob 
associated, have been appointed architects for a 
Government House and another important building 
at Delhi, India, has been made. 

While the mater is by these appointments not yet 
settled, it is probable that this action will serve to 
stem the tide of the controversy that has waged in 
the English press as to the style of architecture best 
suited to this important project. 

All of the men appointed are regarded as 
eminently qualified to set about the task assigned 
them, and the initial results will be looked for with 
much interest not only in England and India, but in 
America as well. 

PROFIT-SHARING WITH EMPLOYEES 

Messrs. Pallinger & Perrot, architects and en- 
gineers of Philadelphia, have inaugurated a plan of 
profit-sharing with employees. The method of 
division of the profits, we are advised, is as follows: 

A certain sum is first set aside from the profits, 
in which all the employees share equally, irrespective 
of their salaries. An additional amount, based upon 
the proportion which each employee’s salary bears to 
the total amount of salaries paid, is also divided. 

Progressive employers throughout the country in 
various lines have given much attention to the profit- 
sharing feature in their business as an incen¢ive to 
their employees and a substantial form of apprecia- 
tion of their efforts, and it is interesting to note the 
introduction of this system into a large archi- 
tectural office.

BOOK NOTE 

Tne Arr or LANDSCAPE GARDENING. By Hum- 
phrey Repton, Esq., including his sketches and 
hints on Landscape Gardening and Theory and 
Practice of Landscape Gardening. Edited by 
John Nolen, M.A., Member of the American 
Society of Landscape Architects. Full cloth, 
250 pp., size 6 x g inches. Price $3.00. Boston 
and New York: Houghton, Mifflin Company. 

\While, as Mr. Nolen states in the introduction to 
this entertaining volume, the reaction from the 
absurdities and excesses of formal gardening and 
the awakening to the beauty and value of natural 
rural landscape occurred immediately before Rep- 
ton’s time, and Repton was born in 1752, the period 
covered by his life forms in many respects the most 
important in that of landscape gardening. ‘There 
is little doubt but that at one period the landscape 
gardener ruthlessly despoiled the face of nature of 
all its beauties, in order to present for his titled 
patron, the owner of many broad acres, a formal 
effect that fortunately has seen its decadence not 
only in Great Britain, but in this country. 

It is interesting to note, in reading this work, 
the careful and even reverential way the author 
treats his subject. And, as his handiwork is even 
to-day in evidence in many of the large estates in 
England, we believe it is interesting to see and 
know how thoroughly valuable the efforts of the 
landscape architect may become when actuated by 
the artistic principles that should rule his methods. 

Mr. Nolen, as might be inferred, has set about 
his work evidently con amore, and the result is a 
quaint and interesting volume that will not only be 
read by landscape gardeners with interest, but also 
by every architect who, in his practice of domestic 
architecture, desires to be thoroughly informed in 
the many essentials that dominate the correct and 
artistic placing of the house and the development 
of the grounds that surround it.

NO MORE “MERCHANT” PIPE 

The National Tube Company has made announce- 
ment that in future its product will be confined to 
full standard weight pipe. In other words, no more 
“merchant” pipe is to be made by this company. It 
is further stated that other mills have followed the 
course of the National Tube Company to an ex- 
tent that practically includes in this new move- 
ment every pipe mill in the country. 

It seems that while there may have been in the 
past certain legitimate uses for “merchant” pipe, 
that is, pipe lighter in weight than the standard, 
the necessity on the part of the jobber for keeping 
in stock various grades of pipe has produced in the 
mind of the consumer more or less uncertainty 
concerning the grade actually received by him. It 
is now considered that the advantages to the ulti- 
mate consumer of a single high standard of pipe 
are sufficient to more than counterbalance a possible 
small saving in the use of lighter pipe for certain 
purposes where it might with safety be employed. 
Certain it is that full-weight pipe is suitable for all 
purposes and the elimination of a lighter grade 
would seem to be on the whole in the interest of 
better, more permanent construction. 


TRIPURE WATER PURIFICATION 

The Standard Water Systems Company of Ja- 
maica, New York, have recently issued a catalogue 
which describes and illustrates with much detail, 
a system of water purification, for which many 
advantages are claimed. 

This apparatus, it is stated, can be used for the 
purification of water drawn either from the usual 
city supply, an adjoining river, a swamp or the 
sea, and after passing through the apparatus de- 
cribed is rendered pure and palatable, thoroughly 
distilled and aerated.

On the other 
side of the rule it takes care of all the odd 64ths, 
By this method there are only sixteen lines to the 
inch, making it possible, it is stated, to number each 
graduation mark and to read the scale readily and 
without the usual eye-strain.

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CLASS “A’’ PROJET (Problem in Design) 
“A CATAFALQUE” 


The subject of a catafalque was given with the 
idea of affording the students an excellent oppor- 
tunity for composition and expression of character 
and a wider scope than usual for their imagination 
and drafting abilities. It was hoped that the rather 
explicit description of a completed catafalque, given 
in the program, would convey a better idea of what 
such a construction should be, and might be, than it 
seems to have done. In such a problem the keynote 
is character, and the most serious fault in the de- 
signs submitted was a very general disregard of the 
temporary character of a catafalque. The majority, 
indeed, seem to have conceived their design as built 
by the heaviest masonry to stand through all eternity. 
This was so marked, in fact, that a large number of 
projects, excellent from certain points of view, 
seemed to have little or no connection with the sub- 
ject of the program and suggested far more the 
function of the pyramids of Egypt. Under such 
circumstances the test of the jury becane a most

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difficult one, and while the medals given were thor- 
oughly deserved, many of the mentions were open 
to serious question. 

The other most general and serious fault was a 
most regrettable lack of sense of scale. This re- 
sulted very possibly from the fact that the large 
majority of projets are not presented at the large 
scale required. 

The draftsmanship was, in many cases, excellent 
and the renderings effective.

is to secure, among other things, the reform of the 
Housing Laws, it was urged that it was well within 
the province of the Chapter’s work to co-operate 
with the Council.

The Chairman of the Committee on Professional 
Charges, which is considering the adoption of a 
schedule, read a number of letters from architects 
in various parts of the country, relative to their own 
practice regarding charges. A general discussion 
followed. Mr. Wilder spoke interestingly of the 
Eastern practice in the matter of charges, as he had 
observed them in New York City. The Committee 
postponed the submission of iis final report until 
the March meeting. 


ARE WE LACKING IN RESPECT FOR THE 
ARTS AND LETTERS ? 

It is unforiunate that a group of men identified 
with the highest and best principles governing the 
arts of painting, sculpture and letters should be so 
little understood either by members of Congress or 
newspaper correspondents at Washington as to be 
the subject of ridicule and covert sneers when they 
seek to form an organization to elevate the arts and 
promote those characteristics and tendencies that 
are the best evidences of a higher civilization. The 
following is clipped from a daily paper: 

“All Congress is having a good laugh over the 
presumption of fifty gentlemen, mostly of Eastern 
States, who have asked Congress to incorporate 
them under the title of the American Academy of 
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Arts and Letters, as the fifty most brilliant men of 
the United States in art and literature.” 

Among the fifty men are such names of national 
importance in their respective fields of effort as 
William Dean Howells, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Admiral Mahan, Daniel Chester French, Dr. Henry 
Van Dyck, President Woodrow Wilson, Edwin 
Howland Blashfield, James Whitcomb Riley and 
Thomas Hastings—in fact, every name in the list of 
fifty incorporators is of a representative American. 

Just why, therefore, members of Congress should 
regard with amusement any efforts of these men to 
organize it is difficult to understand, unless it is a 
further indication of the incapacity of the modern 
legislator, often shared by political correspondents, 
to appreciate matters pertaining to the fine arts, or in 
fact any subject not intimately connected with prac- 
tical machine politics. 


A FAMOUS ARCHAEOLOGICAL RELIC IN 
ENGLAND 

One of England’s most famous archaeological 
relics is Stonehenge, included in the estate belong- 
ing to Sir Edmund Antrobus, which, it is stated, is 
soon to be sold by private contract. Fortunately, it 
is the condition of the sale that this historic ruin 
shall be preserved to the nation. Efforts are being 
made to induce the English Government, which 
owns a large portion of Salisbury Plain, to purchase 
that part of the estate which includes Stonehenge 
and which adjoins the Government military training 
grounds. 





STATE ARCHITECT HOEFER REMOVED 

Despatches in the daily press from Albany state 
that Governor Sulzer has removed, pending an in- 
vestigation of the conduct of the Department of 
Architecture, State Architect Herman \V. Hoefer.

MEMORIAL

has been accepted, was instructed to proceed at 
once with the completion of the plans.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 


SAN FRANCISCO CHAPTER A. I. A. 


The regular monthly meeting of the San Fran- 
cisco Chapter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects was held on January 16, 1913. 

Mr. J. J. Baccus, Chief Building Inspector of 
Los Angeles and a member of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Chapter, was present as a guest of the 
chapter. 

Mr. Mooser reported for the Sub-Committee on 
Competition Committee that the programs for the 
Sacramento school, with Willis Polk & Co. as ad- 
visers, for the Alameda County Infirmary, with 
H. H. Meyers as adviser, had been approved and 
were being prepared for publication. It was a mat- 
ter of note that in neither case was the professional 
adviser a member of the jury of award. 

Mr. Headman, for the Committee on Architec- 
tural League and Education, reported progress with 
reference to the work of the Architectural League, 
and mentioned the fact that the students had 
adopted a resolution similar in effect to the resolu- 
tion regarding the adviser in architectural competi- 
tions, as adopted by the chapter, barring the patron 
of the atelier from acting as a member of the jury 
of award in deciding on the student work. 

Mr. E. A. Mathews, Chairman of Committee on 
Legislation, made a verbal report of the progress 
in the work of the committee. It was agreed that 
the Southern California Chapter would lend the 
weight of its influence particularly to the Tenement 
House Act and the Law of 1872, while the San 
Francisco Chapter would use its best endeavors on 
the Architectural Commission. 

An attempt would be made to amend the Law 
of 1872 so that it would provide either for the 
appointment of the architect or competition. With 
reference to the Architectural Commission bill, the 
outlook was not so encouraging. 

The Chair announced the appointment of a new 
standing committee, to be known as the Educa- 
tional Committee on Practice. 

The scope of the work of this committee would 
include the education of members in all matters per- 
taining to their professional practice and the every- 
day business problems of the architect. The com- 
mittee was instructed to be prepared to make re- 
ports to the Chapter at frequent intervals, contain- 
ing educational matter related to these subjects. 

On motion, the Secretary was instructed to com- 
municate with his Honor, the Mayor of San Fran- 
cisco, to fix a time when he would meet the Chapter 
for the purpose of discussing matters relating to the 


buildings in the Civic Center, and other buildings 
to be erected by the city. 

Mr. J. J. Baccus, Chief Building Inspector of 
Los Angeles and a member of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Chapter, gave a résumé of the work in 
progress by the Southern California Chapter with 
reference to the Burnett Act, the repeal of the 
Law of 1872 and a State Architectural Commission. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, GEORGIA 
SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY 


The annual review of the Department of Archi- 
tecture, Georgia School of Technology, has been 
received, and it is interesting to note the very satis- 
factory progress that this important department at 
Georgia “Tech” has made. The school is one of 
the most recently founded of our architectural 
schools, the course of architecture being first open 
to students in 1908. It has received the endorse- 
ment and support of the Atlanta Chapter of the 
Institute, which has established a self-perpetuating 
scholarship open to students in the upper classes. 
The course is divided into four years and is under 
the immediate direction of Professor Francis P. 
Smith.

Realistic decoration is probably the earliest 
known form of ornament. It is to be found on 
bones drawn by prehistoric cave dwellers, on uten- 
sils of every-day utility that date back from the 
sarliest known times when men inhabited the earth 
and all of these have, with reference to their geogra- 
phical location, certain peculiarities that enables the 
student of decorative forms to ascribe their location 
and state their origin. 

While much of earlier ornament has its inspira- 
tion in certain forms, often recurrent in nature and 
is either set down as a crude attempt to actually 
portray them or, as is more often the case, a con- 
ventionalized form that suggests the motive from 
which they were derived, the historic styles of orna- 
ment may be said in their most arbitrary forms to 
be controlled by the architectural development of 
the nations by whom they were originated. It is 
the presence of this development of ornament and 
its application to architecture that is the most in- 
teresting part of the work now under consideration. 
Mr. Ward has thorough command of the subject 
he is discussing and the student of ornament will be 
impressed with the thoughtfulness of his deductions 
and the accuracy with which he endeavors to carry 
them to their conclusions. Necessarily, in a work 
of this kind that endeavors to account for the repe- 
tition of certain ornamental forms by nations widely 
separated at a time when communication between 
them was, as far as we know, impossible, the deduc- 
tions set down are theoretical and cannot be in every 
case substantiated by actual proof. In approach- 
ing this phase of the subject, Mr. Ward has shown 
the most careful willingness to conservatively dis- 
cuss the subject involved and this part of the work 
is not the least interesting. 

The illustrations cover a very wide field and por- 
tray examples of the nations of the world and the 
application of ornament not only to architecture but 
to various other forms. 

The two volumes constitute a valuable reference 
work and will, we believe, be found useful to men 
engaged in architectural design.

There are many books that architects will find 
possess reference value and should have a place in 
their working libraries, and there are also a great 
number that architects may recommend to clients, 
especially when engaged in domestic architecture, 
in order that the clients may be led along proper 
lines when they elect to co-operate with the archi- 
tect in furnishing the house. 

Mr. Wheeler’s book has been written mainly to 
educate the judgment of collectors and guide them 
in their selection. For this reason it becomes of 
value to professional man and layman alike, and it 
is to be commended for the reason that if it is 
carefully perused will prevent many errors of judg- 
ment in the selection of furniture and decorations, 
now, unfortunately, so common. 

Careful study of interior views submitted for 
publication discloses the fact that in many in- 
stances the thoughtful work of architects in design- 
ing with strict regard for the correctness of period 
styles has been marred by the injudicious selection 
of furniture. The many incongruities, the jarring 
of styles, have all robbed a dignified and well-con- 
sidered interior of its charm. Even casual reading 
of this work on old English furniture would serve 
to correct many erroneous impressions and prevent 
errors of judgment in selection. The idea among 
laymen that all English styles may be grouped in 
one room and that any furniture made during the 
Italian Renaissance or the XVIII century work of 
Adam, Hepplewhite, Chippendale or Sheraton, may 
set side by side with artistic consistency, is, of 
course, a mistaken one. The smug complacency 
of the man who, unguided by artistic knowledge, 
but with a full purse, buys every rare piece of fur- 
niture he can and groups them in a stately drawing 
room has often been commented on. The place be- 
comes a museum, the pride of its possessor, and the 
despair of his architect.

It is probable that the phenomenal increase in the 
use of structural steel in the United States during 
the past twenty years has been due as much to the 
preparation by the steel companies of books con- 
taining complete information and engineering data 
concerning their products, and the placing of these 
books in the hands of architects and engineers, as 
to any other one thing. Of course, the development 
of the country and the perfecting of the processes 
of manufacture had much to do with this growth, 
but if it had not been made both possible and easy 
for the designers of buildings and structures to 
which structural steel was applicable, to use the 
material both scientifically and economically, there 
is little doubt but that its general adoption for build- 
ing purposes would have been greatly delayed. 
What the manufacturer’s handbook has been and 
is to the users of structural steel, the 1913 Edition 
of the National Tube Company’s Book of Standards 
seems to be to the users of steel tubing. Not only 
does this work contain complete data concerning 
the product of this company, but incorporated in 
the book also is a great deal of information and 
engineering data on subjects closely related to the 
uses of pipe and tubes. For example, space is given 
to articles on strength of tubes and cylinders under 
internal fluid pressure and collapsing pressure. An 
article covering pipe used as columns is given. 
Tables are supplied showing the use of standard, 
extra strong and double extra strong pipe, based 
on the New York building code, as well as the 
Chicago building ordinances. Considerable atten- 
tion is given to the mechanical properties of solid 
and tubular beams; an article on safety factors of 
special working stresses is included which shows 
through what ranges values should be used for safe 
operation. Chapters are supplied giving informa- 
tion on properties of water, boiler incrustation and 
corrosion, fluid in pipe, measurement of flowing 
water, water power tables; physical properties of 
gas, flow of gas in pipes ; properties of steam, super- 
heated steam, flow and loss of heat, ete. : properties

From the foregoing, it will be realized that an 
immense amount of work has been done in the prep- 
aration of this book and that its use will save the 
engineer or user of tubular products an amount of 
time and effort almost beyond computation. 


A NEW DEVICE FOR FLUSHING 

During recent years there has been a noticeable 
trend toward simplicity in design and construction 
of all building equipment. Perhaps one of the most 
conspicuous examples of this tendency is contained 
in the gradual abolition of the toilet flushing tank 
in favor of the flushing valve. This demand has 
been met by various types of valves, to which the 
H. W. Johns-Manville Company of New York, have 
just added their new product to be known as the 
“J-M” valve. 

It is claimed by the manufacturers that this valve 
is extremely simple in its construction and over- 
comes mechanical objections possessed by various 
of its predecessors.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 


FERNAND JANIN 

The death of Fernand Janin, architect, occurred 
at Totilouse, France, in November, 1912. He was 
pethaps the most distinguished of all the architects 
that the I'Ecole des Beaux Arts has produced in 
more recent years. As a student at I’Ecole he re- 
ceived every possible honor and finally the Prix de 
Rome in 1910. 

Mr. D. H. Burnham recognizing his remarkable 
talent, brought him to Chicago in 1908, to assist 
in the new plan for that city. The contributions of 
Janin in this work alone has placed a profound 
obligation to his memory. And although it was not 
for Janin to live to see any of his work executed, 
vet at his death he leaves a reputation that many dis- 
tinguished architects, in the shadows of their lives, 
might justly envy. 

Monsieur Victor Laloux, in “Le Bulletin des 
Architects Diplome,” writes the following eulogy of 
the wotk of this very remarkable Frenchman: 

“T have the painful duty to bring to the attention 
of the Academie, the sad news of the death of young 
Fernand Janin, architect pensionnaire of the Villa 
Medicis. Fernand Janin, born at Nimes, had car- 
ried away the Prix de Rome in 1910, and produced 
that same year, for his first envoie, a number of 
very remarkable drawings, for which he received 
the praises of the Academie. 

“An architect of great future and a most brilliant 
water colorist Janin made a name for himself at 
l'Ecole, by the creation of a style of. decoration, 
particularly distinguished and original. It was in this 
branch of art that he would probably have become 
best known. When one recalls those projects of 
tapestries of architectural composition, rendered 
with such delicacy of drawing and such great charm 
of color, presented a few years ago, in the Concour 
Chenevard, and when one recalls those decorative 
panels so full of imagination, picturesqueness and 
freshness, we may feel that all our hopes in Janin’s 
future were legitimate. 

“I can say with certainty that there was in him a 
veritable organization of the artist and a beautiful 
and curious nature which I had great joy to direct 
while that precious personality was in l’Ecole des 
Beaux Arts.” 

Monsieur Charles Abella, Professor of Architec- 
ture at Washington University, writes: 

“The sad news of the death of our comrade, Fer- 
nand Janin, came to America, as in France, surpris- 
ing and profoundly saddening all his comrades of 
the Atelier, whom through many years at I’Ecole 


Janin kept under the charm of his ardent artistic 
nature and his unequaled talent. 

“A traveler, curious and indefatigable, he came 
to Chicago, where he was greeted by his old Ameri- 
can comrades, and where, all who met him, were 
rapidly conquered by his astonishing and masterly 
genius and by the marked original sense of his 
decorative vision. 

“And we, his old companions, who were so fa- 
vored to enjoy his original works, join with those 
less favored in wishing, now that he is no more, 
that his fecund production could have gone on. 

“Likewise I make myself the echo of a beautiful 
and generous thought, due to the initiative of Mr. 
Guy Study, who was at the Atelier Laloux as a 
contemporary of Fernand Janin, and which would 
consist in an exhibition given in the United States 
of the work of Janin. Such an exhibition would be 
at the same time a beautiful and legitimate hom- 
age, rendered to his great talent, and likewise an 
interesting artistic manifestation, rich and fruitful 
in instruction.” 


THE WHITNEY WARREN EXHIBITION AT 
COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY 

A movement having for its object the establish- 
ment of a French Institute and Museum in New 
York was incorporated in a lecture on French 
architecture, given by Professor Hamlin, of Colum- 
bia University, in the Avery Library on February 
27. At the same time there was opened an exhibi- 
tion of material relating to French architecture, 
selected by Mr. Whitney Warren from his large 
collection and loaned by him to the Library for the 
period of this exhibition, which will be continued 
for two months or more. 

The feature of the exhibition is a series of 
French architectural engravings of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries. The arrangement is most 
fortunate, as they are placed so that similar sub- 
jects are brought together and only one or two by 
the same master are exhibited. By this method 
the greatest variety of stylistic effect is secured. 

An interesting addition to these engravings and 
a further contribution by Mr. Warren are drawings 
from his collection of designs for ships made dur- 
ing the period above referred to. These were col- 
lected to assist him when he was engaged in de- 
signing the building for the New York Yacht 
Club in this city. 

Mr. Warren has further contributed to this ex- 
hibition by loaning a complete series of sketches 
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for decorative sculpture of the Grand Central 
Station, made by Sylvan Salieres, Second, Grand 
Prix de Rome. 


A MEMORIAL MEETING FOR THE LATE 
PROFESSOR DESPRADELLE 

Boston architects and former associates of the 
late Professor Constant Desire Despradelle, paid 
tribute to his memory at a meeting in Copley Hall 
on March 1oth, where an exhibition of Professor 
Despradelle’s work was opened. The meeting was 
held under the auspices of the Boston Society of 
Architects, the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and the Boston Architectural Club and was 
presided over by Mr. R. Clipston Sturgis. The 
speakers were President Maclaurin of Technology, 
Guy Lowell, the Rev. W. B. King, the Rev. Reuben 
S. Kidner and Thomas Hastings of New York. 

President Maclaurin in referring to the fine char- 
acter and temperament of Professor Despradelle 
and the debt that is due him for the many years of 
service to architecture, said: “He had the clearest 
understanding of the functions of the teacher and 
appreciated to the fullest the great difference be- 
tween the architect and a teacher of architecture. 
He was thoroughly conversant with the methods 
of the French schools and was wonderfully apt in 
applying them to the conditions that exist in this 
country.” 


NATIONAL CONFERENCE ON CITY PLANNING 


The announcement of the National Conference 
on City Planning, referred to in a previous issue, 
has now been received, and may be had on applica- 
tion to Mr. Flavel Shurtleff, Secretary, 19 Congress 
Street, Boston. 

This Conference, the fifth to be held, will open in 
Chicago, on Monday, May sth, and continue in ses- 
sion for three days. 

The speakers announced are Mr. Frederick Law 
Olmsted, who will discuss a City Planning Pro- 
gram; Mr. V. G. Bogue, the author of the Seattle 
City Plan, who will speak of a City Planning Sur- 
vey; Mr. Edward M. Bassett will discuss the Legal 
Status of a Specific City in Relation to City Plan- 
ning. Other speakers are Mr. C. H. Wacker, 
Chairman, Chicago City Plan Commission; Hon. 
W. A. Magee, Mayor of Pittsburgh; Hon. M. R. 
Maltbie, of the Public Service Commission, New 
York; Mr. G. E. Kessler; Dr. Hegemann of Ber- 
lin, and Mr. E. H. Bennett, joint author of the 
Burnham City Plan. 


RHODE ISLAND CHAPTER, A. I. A. 


The activities of the Rhode Island Chapter, in 
their co-operation with the City Plan Commission 
for the city of Providence, are resulting in the 
greatest good, and will tend to eliminate many errors 
that would undoubtedly find place in a scheme of 
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this kind without the counsel and advice of mem- 
bers of the architectural profession. Not only has 
the subject of planning with reference to a civic 
center been very thoroughly discussed by the Chap- 
ter, but those vital questions of transportation 
traffic, market places, recreation areas and the many 
points that have proved stumbling blocks in pre- 
vious schemes have received the careful consider- 
ation of the architects of Providence, as repre- 
sented by the Chapter, and have been received and 
incorporated into the plan as outlined. 
Providence, like most New England cities, has 
simply grown. It has not developed along the 
lines that it should. While the correction of such 
errors is always costly, they can, if a long-suffering 
tax-paying population is willing, be ultimately 
corrected. , 


PROPOSED NEW YORK LICENSING LAW 


We have received a copy of the proposed act to 
amend the general business law in relation to the 
practice of architecture in the State of New York. 
This draft is the result of the efforts of a joint 
committee of the architectural societies and has re- 
ceived the approval of the Board of Regents of the 
University of New York and the New York State 
Chapters of the American Institute of Architects, 
as well as the New York Society of Architects. 

With such an endorsement, it is hardly necessary 
to add that the proposed act is one that should 
meet the approval of architects throughout the 
State, as it will serve to uphold the dignity of their 
profession and prevent the unwarranted acts of ir- 
responsible practitioners, so detrimental to the prac- 
tice of architecture not only in New York State 
but in every State where the supervision of practice 
is not assumed by the State.

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THE ADMIRALTY ARCH IN LONDON 


We read with satisfaction the announcement in 
the English architectural press that there is a rea- 
sonable probability of a favorable solution of 
the difficulties attending the completion of the Ad- 
miralty Arch scheme recently referred to in the 
AmericAN Arcuirect. ‘The unselfishness of prop- 
erty owners who present the somewhat unusual 
disposition to contribute to the proposed widening 
of the thoroughfare, leads The Builder of London 
to comment on the desirability of the citizens being 
permitted to adininister their own affairs without 
the interference of the Imperial Government, upon 
whose shoulders the responsibility for action in the 
matter would appear to rest. The Royal Academy, 
the Royal Institute of British Architects and the 
London Society, have all placed themselves on 
record as approving the proposed scheme, and it 
will be interesting to note if so strong an endorse- 
ment can be ignored by the Government. 


NATIONAL ACADEMY SPRING EXHIBITION 

Naturally one expects in an exhibition of the 
National Academy that academic and correct form 
of art that is only encouraged by this body, and 
while we fail to find representation of the different 
schools of art that rendered the recent exhibition 
in the Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory in this city 
particularly educational in character, it is gratify- 
ing to note the crispness and human side of the 
canvases presented. 

In this exhibition, as in previous ones, the land- 
scapes are abundant. In this form of easel pictures 
the artist in America may be safely said to up- 
hold the dignities of American art and place it on 
a level with that of other countries. 

The prizes were awarded as follows: The Inness 
Gold Medal, Paul Dougherty; the Thomas B. 
Clarke prize to Gifford Beal; the first Hallgarten 
prize to George Bellows; the Maynard prize to 
Margaret F. Richardson, and the Shaw prize to 
Helen M. Turner. 


THE HOUSING PROBLEM IN PARIS 


According to the chief of the Statistical Depart- 
ment of the city of Paris, “there are in the French 
capital no fewer than three hundred and fifty thou- 
sand inhabitants of the working classes who are 
improperly housed, and whose condition instead of 
improving grows worse with each succeeding year, 
as old houses are demolished and replaced by others 
only suitable for the middle and lower middle 
classes.” The above statement quoted from an ar- 
ticle in The Builder of London, seems almost in- 
credible as a condition in a modern city of the first 
class, and accents in a forcible way the necessity for 
the closest study of the housing problem, as one 
that affects the working classes in every city in the 
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world. The need for providing industrial dwellings 
of proper design and sanitation has become so ur- 
gent, that an early solution of the problem is of 
first importance. It is not only necessary to pro- 
vide proper and comfortable houses but what may 
perhaps be equally difficult, to educate those who 
are to occupy them to a proper appreciation of their 
domestic duties and the facilities that are afforded 
by the better class of dwellings.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 


THE EXCAVATION OF OSTIA 

Despatches from Rome state that it is estimated 
it will require more than fifty years to complete the 
excavation of Ostia, the city eighteen miles from 
Rome, where the statue of Venus and other remark- 
able examples of ancient sculpture were discovered. 

Professor Vaglieri, who is in charge of the ex- 
cavation, is quoted as saying that it is to be feared 
that Hadrian’s Baths, which have been only par- 
tially unearthed, have been almost completely de- 
stroyed. 


THE TALL BUILDING AND STREET TRAFFIC 
CONGESTION 


In a recent address before the New York Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects, Borough 
President George McAneny, described measures 
under way and others under consideration, for civic 
improvement in New York City. During the course 
of his remarks he stated: 

“We had better get promptly to work upon the 
proper regulation of the height of buildings, or at 
least upon the careful consideration of what ought 
to be done or can be done. 

“One of the assistant engineers of the Public 
Service Commission told me a few weeks ago that 
if all the people who will be employed in a building 
of the type of the Woolworth Building were to leave 
the same hour in the evening, it would take ten-car 
express trains leaving the Brooklyn Bridge sta- 
tion upon the present headway, a little over half an 
hour to carry them away.” 





A MUNICIPAL ART CONFERENCE 

It is stated in local papers that the Art Com- 
mission of New York City has issued an invitation 
to all art commissions established in the United 
States, for a conference to be held in New York 
on May 31. The idea is to afford an opportunity 
for interchange of opinions and experiences. 

There can be no doubt that a meeting of this 
character would result in great benefit to the muni- 
cipalities all over the country where art commissions 
are already in existence, and would encourage other 
cities to appoint local bodies to serve the best in- 
terests of municipal art. 


LOUIS AMATEIS, SCULPTOR, DEAD 


Louis Amateis, Sculptor and designer of the 
bronze doors at the west main entrance to the 
Capitol, and several other notable works of sculp- 
ture, died on March 16 at his home in Washington. 

Professor Amateis was for ten years Professor 
of Fine Arts in the architectural department of the 


George Washington University. He was a mem- 
ber of the National Sculpture Society and the Ar- 
chitectural League of New York. 


PITTSBURGH ARCHITECTS DISCUSS SMOKE 
NUISANCE 


At the monthly dinner of the Pittsburgh Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects, held at the 
Fort Pitt Hotel on March 18, a discussion was con- 
ducted concerning the elimination of the smoke 
nuisance. 

Members of the Bureau of Industrial Research 
of the University of Pittsburgh were present and 
took part in the discussion. President O. M. Topp 
presided at the dinner. 

The question of the abatement of the smoke 
nuisance is perhaps more important to Pittsburgh 
than any other city in this country. Any results 
that will serve to correct the trouble will prove of 
the greatest benefit to that city and will be corre- 
spondingly valuable to other cities. 


MARRING THE BEAUTY OF ROME 

A controversy, it is stated, is taking place between 
the Italian Government and the Roman municipal 
authorities on the subject of the structures erected, 
it was supposed temporarily, which have united the 
Capitoline Palaces since 1911, the year of the 
Roman exhibition. The Government in response to 
a general demand insisted that these temporary 
structures should be removed. The municipal au- 
thorities were slow in action and the outcome was 
an ultimatum on the part of the Government which 
stated that if the temporary structures were not re- 
moved, steps would be at once taken to demolish 
them. The municipality desires to design and erect 
permanent structures to take the place of the tem- 
porary ones, and pending some final action the pres- 
ent disfiguring buildings will probably be allowed 
to remain.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 


PLANNING THE SMALL HOUSE 

No field of architectural work suffers more from 
neglect than the planning of the small house. This 
class of work, on account of its unremunerative 
character, has been left principally to the men of 
small practice, or in this country to the makers of 
materials who have given an impetus by instituting 
competitions based on the use of specific material. 

We note that our English contemporary, The 
Architects’ and Builders’ Journal, is now about to 
conduct a competition for houses of this class. In 
an article preliminary to the formal program of the 
competition, are presented the opinions expressed 
as to the essentials in plan for a house of the pro- 
posed type, and the suggestion that certain features 
that all Englishmen have considered as the very 
essential of a plan, be omitted. The formal “sit- 
ting room” and the more formal “parlour” are to 
be omitted, and the typically American living room 
substituted. 

Those often, in this country, misunderstood lo- 
calities known as “larder” and “scullery” are to be 
eliminated, and again the more American pantry 
is to take their places. In short, the reforming of 
the plan of the small house in England will in this 
competition, at least, be along lines that are cus- 
tomary in this country and which have been found 
to more nearly meet the requirements of the daily 
lives of the class of people that will occupy them. 
With a people so very insular in their views as the 
English, it will be necessary for the occupants of 
these houses to become accustomed to changed con- 
ditions of convenience. To the younger and more 
adaptive ones this will prove easy and be attractive 
on the basis of novelty, always an allurement to the 
young. To the older generation, imbued with char- 
acteristics formed by years of habit, any new order 
is disconcerting and promotive of discontent. 

The question of educating the poorer classes to 
an appreciation of improved housing conditions has 
been most serious to those engaged in the solution 
of housing problems.

A PROPOSITION TO ABOLISH THE OFFICE OF 

STATE ARCHITECT IN NEW YORK 


The Central New York Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects will, it is stated in the daily 
press, propose to Governor William Sulzer the 
abolishment of the office of State Architect and 
the establishment of a Department of State Build- 
ing and Advisory Council composed of three ex- 
perienced architects. 

The communication that has been addressed to 
the Governor has not yet been made public, but it 
is unofficially stated that the proposed department 
would consist of three heads, a chief draftsman, a 
chief engineer and a chief accountant.

HOUSE 

The competition for the proposed new courthouse 
for the city of Cincinnati, Ohio, to be held under the 
professional advisership of Professor Warren P. 
Laird of the University of Pennsylvania, will be 
confined, it is stated, to the following ten architects, 
invited to enter the competition:

The designs must be in the hands of the Com- 
mission by June 1. 





A NATIONAL ARCHIVES BUILDING FOR 
| WASHINGTON 

Following the example of some of the European 
governments, it is proposed to erect in Washing- 
ton, D. C., a building to house the national archives. 
The building contemplated, which was authorized 
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under the last Public Buildings Act, will cost more 
than $1,500,000. 

In order to avail of the experience of foreign 
countries in the erection of buildings of this type, 
it is stated in Washington despatches that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Department will soon desig- 
nate a member of the Supervising Architect’s office 
to go abroad for the purpose of study. 


BROOKLYN’S COURTHOUSE SITE 


Articles in the daily press and letters from influ- 
ential citizens addressed to the editors leave little 
room for doubt that the general sentiment in Brook- 
lyn is for a site for the new courthouse on the 
Brooklyn Bridge Plaza, where an opportunity 
would be afforded to construct a civic center that 
would be a dignified addition to the city’s archi- 
tectural advantages. 


BOSTON ARCHITECTS PROTEST 


HOUSE MATTER 

The Boston Society of Architects has, it is stated, 
sent letters to the members of the Massachusetts 
Legislature, protesting against the action of the 
committee on State House in reporting a substi- 
tute bill on the proposed State House extension. 

It is to be hoped that the Legislature will give the 
protest the very respectful consideration to which 
it is entitled.

BOOK NOTE 

ARCHITECTURE OF THE RENAISSANCE IN ENGLAND. 
Illustrated by a series of views and details from 
buildings erected between the years 1560-1635. 
With historical and critical text. By J. Alfred 
Gotch, F. R. I. B. A., assisted by W. Talbot 
Brown, A. R. I. B. A. Full cloth, two volumes. 
Size 13 x 19 inches. Comprising 145 plates and 
180 illustrations in the text. Price, $60. New 
York: Charles Scribner’s Sons, Importers. Lon- 
don: B. T. Batsford. 


It was not until Elizabeth had reigned some years 
that freedom from strife made it unnecessary for 
the man who built him a house to surround it with 
safeguards against invasion and assault and per- 
mitted him to indulge in a greater increase of do- 
mestit comfort than it had been possible so long as 
security was the chief object of the house builder. 
There was, therefore, a tendency towards domes- 
ticity not previously possible, and as owing partially 
perhaps to the despoliation of the many monasteries 
money was comparatively plenty the lord of the 
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manor set about the building of a house that would 
fittingly represent his dignity and at the same time 
house with a greater degree of comfort than earlier 
periods permitted the members of his family, 

Up to this time England had had an architecture 
peculiarly her own and it had not been greatly in- 
fluenced by motives from abroad. With the advent 
of peaceful times that had been ushered in by the 
reign of Elizabeth, the influence of the Italian 
builder began to be felt and it was this influence 
that gave rise to characteristics of designs that mark 
the beginning of the Renaissance period in England, 
which may briefly be stated to cover the reigns of 
Elizabeth and her successor, James I. 

Chronologically arranged, the subjects illustrated 
in this very pretentious work date from 1531 to 
approximately 1651, or 120 years. From Kings 
College Chapel to certain works at Oxford, the 
gamut of the Renaissance may be said to range and 
in between the periods of their erection is to be 
found the examples illustrated and described in this 
work. 

It is unnecessary to comment on the qualifica- 
tions of the distinguished author, or to assure the 
reader that the subjects illustrated have been de- 
scribed and criticized with the highest authority. 
The work in itself is presented in just the way that 
will make it most valuable to architects. Certain 
limitations have naturally been observed. The sub- 
jects discussed are confined to England and do not 
extend to either Scotland, Ireland or Wales. The 
period has already been stated, and this period it 
may be said is the one more directly associated with 
the name of John Thorpe, the expression of whose 
wonderful ability is to be found all over Renais- 
sance England. The later periods identified with 
Inigo Jones and Sir Christopher Wren have not 
been considered in these volumes. The Renaissance 
period in England was chiefly a period of domestic 
architecture. The dissolution of the monasteries, 
the dispersal of their treasures, left little zeal for 
church building and while certainly there was some 
achievement in church architecture, the measure 
of its importance is much less than that of the state- 
ly country house. These manor houses combine a 
mixture of grandeur and simplicity that is charac- 
teristic of the period, and in a sense, as the author 
of the work aptly points out, show the same quali- 
ties distinguished in the literature and social habits 
of the time. 

Many architects will doubtless have already ac- 
quired these volumes as valuable reference books 
in their working libraries. To those who have not 


it may be stated that they form an invaluable part 
of the architect’s equipment. 
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whenever they can do so to advantage.

INTERSCHOLASTIC COMPETITION IN 
ARCHITECTURE 

The interscholastic competition in architecture, in- 
stituted last year by Columbia, Cornell, Harvard, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and Penn- 
sylvania Schools of Architecture, was this year en- 
tered into by all of these schools, excepting Colum- 
bia, and by McGill and Syracuse Universities. 

The prizes, amounting to $150, were contributed 
by Mr. Lloyd Warren of New York, and are di- 
vided into a prize of $90 for Class I and $60 for 
Class I], and are awarded with the understanding 
that the sums shall be expended under the direction 
of the head of the school to which the student win- 
ning the prizes belongs. 

The jury, composed of Messrs. A. H. Cox, Paul 
A. Davis, III, J. A. Gade, Bertram G. Goodhue, 
C. Z. Klauder and Maurice Prevot, made the fol- 
lowing awards: 

Class I: First prize, W. J. H. Hough, Pennsyl- 
vania; first mention, A. Corrubia, Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology; second mention, W. Pope 
Barney, Pennsylvania; third mention, V. A. Frid, 
Pennsylvania; mention, C. L. Bowman, Cornell, 
W. D. Lamdin, Cornell, L. C. Rosenberg, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, C. W. Stedman, 
Pennsylvania, and H. L. Shay, Pennsylvania. 

Class II: First prize, W. B. Rabenold, Pennsyl- 
vania; first mention, K. C. Welch, Pennsylvania ; 
second mention, F. P. Witton, Harvard; third men- 
tion, C. M. Lovelace, Pennsylvania ; fourth mention, 
C. H. Lench, Harvard; fifth mention, H. W. Fox, 
Harvard ; mentioa, C. W. Clark, Pennsylvania, and 
N. E. Thompson, Cornell. 

Special mention was made by the jury of the high 
character of the designs, and the hope expressed that 
owing to the valuable results secured the competi- 
tion would be continued in future years. 


REPORT FOR 1911 OF THE ART COMMISSION 
OF NEW YORK 

The annual report for 1911 of the Art Commis- 
sion of the City of New York has been issued. 
During the year there were 207 matters submitted 
for consideration by the Commission involving a 
total of $25,500,000. 

Referring to the number of monuments and 
memorials in various forms designed and completed 
in a foreign country, that have been submitted for 
acceptance by the City, the report states: 

“Most persons seem to have lost sight of the 
fact that many of the beautiful monuments of the 
past were made to fit into their surroundings. 


ss Our American cities having in most in- 


stances no important civic or religious centers have 
grown without any intelligent or comprehensive 
plan and monuments have been located here and 
there like driftwood. In only a few instances are 
they definitely related to anything in their vicinity 
so as to form part of a comprehensive plan.” 

There can be no question as to the correctness 
of this point of view, one that has by reason of the 
very proper attitude of the Commission in the past 
saved New York from many inflictions that were 
threatened in the name of or under the disguise of 
Art. 

The work of the Commission since its creation 
has been admirably carried forward and the high 
character of its members gives assurance that all 
the city’s art interests will be most carefully guarded 
and conserved. 


APRIL MEETING, RHODE ISLAND 
CHAPTER, A.LA. 


The monthly meeting of the Rhode Island Chap- 
ter, of the American Institute of Architects, was 
held on April 9th. On motion the thanks of the 
Chapter was voted to Mayor Gainer for his co- 
operation with the Chapter in its efforts to secure 
a City Planning Commission for Providence. The 
City Council was requested to take favorable action 
on the recommendations in the report of the con- 
vention called by the Mayor. 

On motion it was resolved that the Rhode Island 
Chapter be not listed as one of the commercial or- 
ganizations of the state. 

On motion the secretary of the Chapter was in- 
structed to propose the names of Mr. Isham and 
Mr. Clark for advancement to Fellowship in the 
Institute. 

It was voted that the Chapter notify the business 
manager of the Journal of the American Institute 
of Architects, in response to his request for in- 
formation, that it does not believe that advertising 
matter should form a part of the Journal and recom- 
mends the return to the simpler form of the Institute 
Quarterly. It was further voted that the Rhode 
Island Chapter does not approve of the proposal of 
the Institute to charge every member the sum of 
$1 for subscription to the Journal.

COMPETITION FOR A $3,000 BUNGALOW 


We publish in this issue the prize-winning de- 
signs in a competition for a $3,000 bungalow, held 
under the auspices of the Architectural Club of In- 
dianapolis, Ind. The prizes in this competition 
were offered by the Indianapolis Exhibit Co., with 
the very laudable purpose of an endeavor to edu- 
cate the building public into the desirability of em- 
ploying an architect even in low-priced work. 

Some thirty members of the Architectural Club 
entered the competition, which was conducted un- 
der the rules of the Institute. The designs were all 
high in character and of considerable interest. 


ALBANY COUNTY COURTHOUSE COMPE- 
TITION DECIDED

It promises a public monument in every way worthy 
of the city of New York.

The regular monthly meeting of the San Fran- 
cisco Chapter, American Institute of Architects, 
was held on March 2oth, 1913. 

Mr. Mooser for the Sub-Committee on Competi- 
tions, A. I. A., reported that the competition for 
the Sacramento School House had resulted as fol- 
lows: 

Messrs. Shea & Lofquist, first prize; J. J. Dono- 
van, second prize, and Walter H. Ratcliff, third 
prize. 

Mr. Headman, Chairman of the Committee on 
Architectural League and Education, stated that 
arrangements were being made for the Convention 
of the League in Portland in June, and that the 
current exhibition of the Architectural Club was 
the best that had even been held and that great 
credit was due to Mr. Faville as Chairman of the 
Exhibition Committee. 

Mr. Schulze, Chairman Committee on Com- 
mercial Bodies, reported there was no ground for 














the assertion made by the Home Industry League 
that the specifications for the new City Hall were 
to the disadvantage of local material; that the 
specifications had not been completed and that as 
far as he was aware, the drawings contained no 
impediment to the use of local materials and he 
felt sure that the specifications would be drawn in 
the same spirit. It was hoped by the architects 
that California granite would be used. 

Mr. Schulze also reported having attended, on 
behalf of the Chapter, a meeting of the Civic 
League of Improvement Clubs. 


Mr. E. A. Mathews, Chairman Committee on 
Legislation, reported that the Committee had been 
greatly encouraged by a visit to Sacramento in con- 
junction with a Committee from the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Chapter, and suggested that any members 
having influence or acquaintances in the Legisla- 
ture use their influence for the purpose of education 
on the proposed measures. 


Mr. Mathews also stated that bills were under 
consideration by the Legislature carrying appro- 
priations totaling ten million dollars for new State 
buildings. 

The report of the Board of Directors of the 
Chapter relating to the charges against Messrs. 
Howard, Meyer and John Reid, Jr., was read. After 
discussion, the report of the Board of Directors was 
adopted. 

On motion duly made, seconded and carried, it 
was ordered that the trial of Messrs. Howard, 
Meyer and John Reid, Jr., be conducted in open 
meeting of the Chpater to be held at the call of the 
Chair, and at a time not earlier than thirty days 
from the date of notification; that the meeting be 
in the daytime and that counsel to represent the 
Chapter be selected by the Board of Directors. 


The Chair reported the invitation of the General 
Contractors Association to the members of the 
Chapter to make generous use of their new quarters. 


The Chair was empowered to call a meeting of 
the Chapter in April at the time of the meeting of 
the State Board of Architecture or at such time 
as the members of the Southern California Chapter 
would be in San Francisco; and that in addition to 
entertaining the visitors, to transact such business 
as might properly come before the meeting.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 


WASHINGTON STATE CHAPTER, A. I. A. 


The regular meeting of the Washington State 
Chapter, A. I. A., was held April 2. Owing to the 
long distance from Seattle and the amount of time 
involved, it was found impracticable to accept the 
invitation of the National Conference on City 
Planning to send a delegate to the annual meeting 
in Chicago in May. 

Mr. Bohne, formerly of the Louisville Chapter, 
was admitted to membership in the Washington 
Chapter by a unanimous vote. 

The Legislative Committee reported that the bill 
creating the office of State Architect had failed to 
pass the Legislature. Mr. Blackwell reported an 
interview with the Governor in which he had urged 
the views of the chapter that the duties of a State 
Architect, should one be appointed, be confined to 
taking charge of alterations and additions to exist- 
ing institutions and buildings belonging to the State, 
and that proposed new buildings of any importance 
should be left to competitions among architects of 
the State. 

The chairman of the Architectural League of the 
Pacific Coast reported that the annual meeting of 
the league would be held in Portland in June. 


LONDON EXPERT ADDRESSES MASSACHU- 
SETTS “TECH” STUDENTS 

Mr. Ewart Culpin of London, Secretary of the 
Garden City Movement in England, addressed the 
students of the Architectural Department of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology on April 3rd. 

During the course of his remarks he made the 
following statement : 


“Civic planning is more than the establishment 
of a civic centre, and this fact should not be lost 
sight of. The centre is necessary only as a focus 
of the many activities of the community, but it is 
not in itself sufficient. City planning is likewise 
much more than attention to the traffic arteries of 
the municipal unit, and it is also more than the 
production of beautiful vistas and splendid gar- 
dens to please the eye. The task of the architect 
who attempts this great work of city planning is 
to create an environment. It is an established fact 
that men are closely related to their environment, 
and the object of this planning is to make a good 
environment. Then we shall have good people, 
healthy and happy.” 

That smoke is deleterious to health was pointed 
out by the fact that in the great foundry district 
of Liverpool the color of the lungs of the workers 
is gradually being changed. A comparison of the 
children of the schools of an established model city 


and similar children in Liverpool, where the hous- 
ing conditions are bad, showed that the model city 
children were on an average thirty-seven pounds 
heavier and seven inches taller than the others. 


THE HISTORIC ST. LOUIS CATHEDRAL AT 

NEW ORLEANS ENDANGERED 

The sinking of the foundations of the St. Louis 
Cathedral in New Orleans is giving much concern 
to those interested in the preservation of this, one 
of the oldest churches erected in America. The 
matter has been referred to a commission of engi- 
neers and architects, and it is stated as the belief 
of this commission that it is doubtful if the 
Cathedral can be restored, and that it may be neces- 
sary to entirely rebuild it. Many times during the 
history of this edifice, which was completed in 1794, 
there has been subsidence of the foundation and 
in 1850 one of the towers collapsed through this 
cause. 


NEW YORK’S COMMISSION TO REGULATE THE 
HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 

As chairman of the Board of Estimate’s commit- 
tee on the height, size and arrangement of buildings 
within the city limits, Borough President McAneny 
has announced the appointment of the Advisory 
Commission, which, under the plan discussed by the 
Board of Estimate, is to take over the greater part 
of the work. 

It is gratifying to note that among the men se- 
lected to serve on this commission are a number of 
architects. The commission would appear to be an 
unusually well-balanced one. As it will undoubtedly 
approach the subject with open unprejudiced mind, 
there is no doubt that its inquiries will result in great 
benefit to the city. The commission is now organ- 
ized, and, with an appropriation available to meet its 
current expenses, early results will be expected. 

This subject of tall buildings appears to be one of 
interest throughout the country and the necessity for 
some restrictions as to height, size or location is be- 
coming thoroughly realized. 


PAUL BARTLETT APPOINTED DIRECTOR 


GLASGOW SCHOOL OF ART 


A despatch from Glasgow announces that Paul 
Bartlett, the American sculptor, has been appointed 
director of the Department of Sculpture in the Glas- 
gow School of Art. His equestrian statue of La- 
fayette, presented by American children to France, 
which now stands in the court of the Louvre, is 
familiar to readers of THE AMERICAN ARCHITECT, 
having been illustrated at the time of its unveiling. 
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BROOKLYN MAINTAINS MODEL TENEMENT 
TO TEACH HOUSING METHODS 

A typical tenement has been altered into a prac- 
tical model tenement at 84 State Street, Brooklyn, 
and opened under the auspices of the Tenement 
House Committee of the Brooklyn Bureau of 
Charities. It is proposed to demonstrate by this 
means the possibilities of improving unhealthy con- 
ditions that arise from poor housing. The tene- 
ment has five rooms and it is supposed to be occu- 
pied by a family of five persons. 

Much interest has been manifested in the dem- 
onstration and it is believed that valuable lessons 
can be taught in modern housing methods, the 
selection of proper furniture and the observance 
of necessary sanitary rules. 


TO STUDY ARCHITECTURE ABROAD 


The plans being formulated by the Architectural 
Department of Harvard University for a summer 
school of architecture abroad, are now being com- 
pleted. The trip will be under the guidance of Mr. 
J. H. Forsythe and Mr. H. A. Froth, both instruc- 
tors in the Architectural School of Harvard. 

It is believed that more good will come from an 
organized trip including men of different universi- 
ties and proceeding systematically and under the 
direction of able leadership, than could be gained 
by disorganized student parties. The detailed 
itinerary has not yet been settled, but it is decided 
that the route shall include England, France, 
Switzerland and Italy. Sailing will be probably 
from Boston to Liverpool on June 7th, returning to 
Boston on September 3rd. 


TO ENLARGE COURTHOUSE SITE 


With characteristic forethought, Borough Presi- 
dent McAneny has brought before the Board of 
Estimate the expediency of adding additional ter- 
ritory to that already selected for the New York 
County court house site. The present site, as out- 
lined, narrows toward the south and for this reason 
there is danger that commercial buildings of an un- 
desirable character may be erected in close proxim- 
ity to the court house and so mar the general effect 
of the proposed civic centre. 

Mr. McAneny stated to the Board that condem- 
nation of the additional land thought to be necessary 
to add to the site would increase the cost about 
$1,900,000, if the condemnation could proceed under 
the present conditions. If deferred until a later 
period, it was probable that the enhanced value of 
the land would be such as to make its acquisition 
almost prohibitive. 

It is gratifying to note that the Board was fully 
in sympathy with Mr. McAneny’s proposal and that 
a resolution in accordance was unanimously carried. 

Much of the credit for the plans for the pro- 
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posed civic centre is due to this very efficient off- 
cial who appears to be untiring in his efforts to con- 
serve the best interests of the taxpayers and the 
general public. 





GEORGE WASHINGTON MEMORIAL BUILDING 
IN WASHINGTON 


An active campaign to raise funds for the George 
Washington Memorial Building in Washington, for 
which a site was provided at the last session of Con- 
gress, will shortly be undertaken. The proposed 
building is to be erected by the George Washington 
Memorial Association, and its control and admin- 
istration will be in the Board of Regents of the 
Smithsonian Institution. Its estimated cost is not 
less than $2,000,000, and in order to avail of the site 
given by Congress, construction must begin within 
two years of the passage of the act. 


PRIMITIVE ART 


The numerous discoveries in the way of mural 
paintings and drawings of paleolithic caverns which 
have been made in Europe of late are well resumed 
and illustrated in the recent publications made 
under the auspices of the Prince of Monaco, and the 
two volumes relate to pictorial art of the epoch 
known as Magdelenian. The first discoveries made 
at Altamira, Spain, in 1872, were followed by many 
others, and these confirmed the existence of a 
quaternary art of remarkable value. Systematic re- 
searches in a great number of caverns showed that 
this art was spread over other regions, for instance 
in France, where M. Riviere published the drawings 
from La Mouthe cavern in the Dordogne region. 
Handsome and large-sized polychrome frescoes 
then came to light in the Combarelles and other 
caves which belonged to the same family. Then a 
careful study of the subject was taken up and the 
publication decided upon, owing to the Prince of 
Monaco’s liberality. Messrs. Capitan, Breuil and 
others who were active workers, now determine the 
form and position of the caverns, then give a de- 
scription of the ornamentation, and draw a parallel 
between the animal forms and those of existing ani- 
mals or of animal remains which we possess.— 
Scientific American.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 





AN ACKNOWLEDGMENT 

Perhaps the contention of many engineers of 
prominence in this country, that their profession 
and the work of its individual members does not re- 
ceive the credit or recognition to which it is justly 
entitled by reason of its importance, has been, in a 
measure, unwittingly exemplified by the publication 
in our columns a few weeks since, of an article on 
the “Engineering Features of the Woolworth Build- 
ing.” This article was solicited by the editor for 
publication in THE AMERICAN ARCHITECT and was 
contributed by the author, Mr. Gunvald Aus, mem- 
ber of the American Society of Civil Engineers, the 
designer of the structural steel work in the Wool- 
worth Building without title. In supplying this 
deficiency, it appears that the relation of Mr. Aus 
to the contribution was not made entirely clear, 
although we are under the impression that the facts 
were all obtainable from the text of the article and 
mention of Mr. Aus’ name in the sub-title. 

At any rate, we are now glad to settle any doubt 
that may exist and regret that through inadvertence 
the slightest uncertainty may have existed. It is 
not the intention of this publication to ever with- 
hold credit where credit is due, and we would be the 
last to deny the very large part contributed by engi- 
neers during recent years to the architecture of this 
country. 


LIMITED TOWN-PLANNING 

A garden village laid out at Hull is a good ex- 
ample of partial town-planning showing what can be 
done by skilled handling in a small area. The total 
area is 130 acres on which no less than 600 houses 
will be built, each with the addition of a small gar- 
den; and the rents will be no higher than are paid 
for a worse class of houses built in rows with no 
gardens attached. According to the articles of the 
association the dividend is limited to 3 per cent. 
after providing a sinking fund. The by-laws pro- 
vide that not more than 12 houses can be built per 
acre, also that the distance between buildings on 
each side of all roads be not less than 54 feet. All 
roads will be of tar-macadam. Water and gas are 
laid on to all houses, and also a hot water system 
supplying both baths and sinks. There are good 
back roads for access of carts to the gardens. At 
the present time 465 houses are occupied and 46 are 
under erection. A village hall has been built and 
presented as a gift by Sir James Reckitt, the chair- 
man of the company, who has also provided a recre- 
ation ground 16 acres in extent on the site, really 
for the benefit of his own workmen, many of whom 
live in the new village. There is also a playground 
for children and a club, both provided by the chair- 


man, subscription to the latter being a nominal sum. 
The whole scheme is an object lesson in town im- 
provement.—/ndian Engineering. 


NEW JERSEY MAY GET SIGN-BOARD LAW 


Through Col. Edwin A. Stevens, State Highway

BOOK NOTES 


THE Furniture DESIGNS oF GEORGE HEPPLEWHITE. 
Arranged by J. Munro Bell, with introduction 
and critical estimate by Arthur Hayden. Full 
cloth. 50 plates. Size 8'%4 x 12 inches. Price 
$6.00 net. New York: Charles Scribner’s Sons. 
London: Gibbings & Co., Ltd. 

Nothing perhaps more clearly indicates the char- 
acter of the people of certain periods than the 
nature of the design of the furniture and decoration 
in vogue. The sturdy oak furniture and paneling 
of the Tudors, the less austere motive of the Ja- 
cobean, are thoroughly typical of their periods of 
creation, but not more so than the creations of the 
second half of the eighteenth century, when having 
ceased from the pursuits of the arts of war, Eng- 
land’s attention was turned to the gentler arts of 
peace. George Hepplewhite impressed his individu- 
ality on the furniture he designed as insistently as 
did Celleni on his wonderful creations. So strong 
was this impression that, while in the past, the dif- 
ferent designs of furniture and ornament were 
classed in periods, the Tudor, Jacobean, Georgian 
and the French period styles, when Hepplewhite 
had taught the better principles of design and im- 
pressed his genius on them, furniture became classi- 
fied by its originators without reference to periods. 
Following Chippendale and Hepplewhite we have 
Sheraton, and the Adam Brothers. Then the de- 
signing of furniture and decoration became so 
much a matter of following in the footsteps of these 
masters of their craft, that we again revert in desig- 
nation to periods, and are not concerned so much 
with the designers that dominated them. 

It is worthy of notice that while history has 
handed down to us some knowledge of the person- 
ality of Chippendale and Sheraton, of Hepplewhite 
there is nothing known except his actual work. It 
is by that that he commands our attention. There 
are no anecdotes of his methods, no tales of his 
daily life; all that we know of him is in the ex- 
amples of his master craft and his drawings. Many 
of these are to be found in this book, which is a 
collection of copies of Hepplewhite’s original de- 
signs, for the various pieces of furniture in vogue 
during this period. 

So closely does furniture design follow its pre- 
vious period and so influenced are characteristics of 
one maker followed by another, that it is only the 
close student of decorative periods that can readily 
assign to its proper maker or period a piece of fur- 
niture submitted to him. This book will not only 
afford a safe and sure guide to Hepplewhite’s work, 
but also afford designers a wealth of suggestive 
material. 





Town PLANNING IN Practice. An introduction to 
the art of designing cities and suburbs.

The man in practice who aims to keep abreast of 
the trend of thought in his profession must know 
the principles that have become accepted as the 
essence of correct city planning. Mr. Unwin’s book 
provides that knowledge and sets it forth in a way 
that permits the reader to grasp all the essentials 
of the subject. 

In that section of the work treating of the indi- 
viduality of towns, a section that is of unusual in- 
terest, emphasis is very properly given to the neces- 
sity for avoiding a tendency already apparent, “to 
drill all town plans into a similar type of pattern.” 
The individuality of the town, its personality, is be- 
lieved by this author to be of first importance. Its 
early form suggested by its location, the habits of 
its people and the customs of an earlier period are 
all indicated in the original plan. To preserve this 
individuality, while affording the necessary features 
of more modern necessities, is regarded as the first 
duty of those engaged in civic design, and the per- 
fection of its accomplishment believed to be the test 
of efficiency on the part of the designers.

TRAVELLING FELLOWSHIP COMPETITION, 
MASSACHUSETTS INSTITUTE OF 
TECHNOLOGY 

The Department of Agriculture of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology is to hold a com- 
petition to award a travelling fellowship of $1,000. 
The award is to be made solely on the basis of dis- 
tinguished merit, as it is felt that the prize would 
thus possess a greater value for the advancement 
of architecture than if restricted to benefit only the 
student working for the Institute degree. Candi- 
dates will be received from students of technology 
who shall have passed two consecutive years in the 
department within the last three years, and at least 
one of the years in the graduate class. The candi- 
dates must, besides, have proved themselves dur- 
ing these school years to have been earnest students 
of good ability. In lieu of a degree the student to 
be eligible to take part in the competition must 
have a clear record in entrance examinations and 
descriptive geometry. No student, however, will 
be eligible who has already secured opportunities 
for foreign travel and study equivalent to those con- 
ferred by this fellowship.

AN IMPORTANT SALE OF AMERICAN 
PAINTINGS 


The collection of paintings by American artists, 
made by William T. Evans, has now been dis- 
persed, having been sold at auction at Hotel Plaza. 

This notable group of American canvases, the 
third that Mr. Evans has collected, was the re- 
mainder, after the withdrawal of upwards of two 
hundred pictures given to the National Gallery at 
Washington, D. C., where they now form the 
nucleus of what it is hoped will eventually become 
a thoroughly representative collection of the Ameri- 
can painters’ art. 

Analysis of the prices paid for many of the pic- 
tures sold at this sale results in the conviction that 
we are rapidly growing in our appreciation of good 
art. While it is quite natural that meritorious pic- 
tures by dead artists should command the highest 
prices, as in the case of the Inness’ and Wyants’ 
and that of Blakelock, now insane and who will 
never paint again, the prices paid for pictures by 
living artists prove that it is the worth of the pic- 


ture and not always its signature and the fact that 
no more by the same artist will be painted that fixes 
its value. 

A canvas by J. Francis Murphy sold for $3,550, 
one by Thomas W. Dewing brought $2,co0, and 
others by Childe Hassam, Henry W. Ranger, Fred- 
erick Ballard Williams, all living artists, brought 
prices ranging above $1,500. 

The famous Mussel Gatherers by Homer Martin 
was sold for $9,000, while the highest figures of 
the sale were reached when Senator Clark bid $13,- 
900 for a superb Moonlight by Blakelock, and $10,- 
000 for Wyant’s Morning at Navesink. 

The total for the three evenings of this sale was 
$209,135 for 218 pictures, an average of about $960. 

These figures are set down to show the steadily 
growing appreciation of the work of the American 
painter. The rich man who makes collecting a 
hobby combines with the gratification of his fad a 
keen commercial instinct. It is safe to say that 
the prices paid in this collection will be further aug- 
mented if the pictures are ever again sold at auc- 
tion; meanwhile the impetus to American art and 
the substantial encouragement to the American 
painter are features of the sale whose importance 
and value cannot be overestimated. 


RUINS OF NUMANTIA 


Prof. Schulten, Archeologist, Says the Town Was Built of Brick 


Prof. Adolf Schulten, well known archeologist, 
publishes a remarkable account of his excavations 
in Spain, which have led to the discovery of the 
site of Numanita and the camp of Scipio Afri- 
canus, the Roman conqueror of the Celtiberians. 

For eight years the professor has been at work, 
partly at the Kaiser’s expense, and he has cleared 
up a number of questions which have hitherto puz- 
zled historians. 

The first is the exact site of Numanita. Prof. 
Schulten located Numanita on the hill of Darlay, 
by the Douro. The ruins had escaped notice be- 
cause they lay under later ruins of a Roman town 
dating from the reign of Augustus. Numantia is 
proved to have been a small town surrounded by a 
thick wall. 

Outside the walls on the terraces of the hill lay 
a newer Numantia. The town was built of brick, 
and consisted of houses about 36 feet long, each 
containing three rooms; in front a storeroom, with 
cellar underneath; next a room where domestic 
animals were kept, and next a sleeping room. The 
cellar was used for living in in winter—New York

ARNOLD BENNETT ON THE INFLUENCE OF 
ARCHITECTURE 


In the first of a series of articles, entitled “Seeing 
Lite,’ Mr. Arnold Bennett has a good deal to say 
that is pertinent and interesting concerning matters 
architectural. The writer states that “any logically 
conceived survey of existence must begin with 
geographical and climatic phenomena,” and that all 
other influences are secondary to them, but the 
greatest of these secondary influences are roads 
and architecture. Entering England at Folkestone, 
for instance, the architectural illustration which 
greets you is absolutely dramatic in its spectacular 
force. As the tram winds on its causeway over the 
sloping town you perceive thousands of squat little 
homes, neat, tender, respectable, prim, at once unos- 
tentatious and concerted, each of which is a clearly 
defined entity and each with a ferocious jealousy 
bent on preserving its own individuality, all careless 
of the general effect, but yet making a very im- 
pressive general effect. This the writer contrasts 


with the immense communistic and splendid facades 
of a French town, and if you intend to see life you 
cannot afford to be blind to such general phenom- 
ena. Even the fact that the English lamp-posts 
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spring from the curb, while French lamp-posts cling 
to the side of the house, has its significance. If one 
is struck with the magnificence of the great towns 
on the Continent, similar reflection will convince 
us that the major characteristic of the great towns 
of England is their higgledy-piggledy slovenliness. 
The English idiosyncrasy is, Mr. Bennett says, that 
awful external slovenliness causing it and being 
caused by it. And yet many novel writers describe 
a domestic organism as though it existed in the 
Sahara, or a vacuum as though it reacted on noth- 
ing and was reacted on by nothing. How can such 
novels satisfy a reader who has acquired or wants 
to acquire the faculty of seeing life? We think 
that such criticism as this, and that of Mr. March 
Phillipps, is most valuable to both the architect, 
whose work to be of living value requires the 
humanizing influences of a liberal education and 
wide sympathies, and also to the amateur, whom we 
hope to induce to take that interest in and apprecia- 
tion of architecture which is essential to its growth 
as a great living art—The Builder (London). 


MANY CITIES LIMITING HEIGHT OF SKyY- 
SCRAPERS 
A limit to the height of the skyscraper has been 
set in various cities either by municipal or State 
laws. In Baltimore, fireproof buildings are limited 
to 175 feet, and non-fireproof buildings to 85 feet. 
Other cities have the following provisions: 


Scranton—Limit of 125 feet. 

Boston—Two and a half times the width of the 
street ; maximum, 125 feet. 

Buffalo—No height greater than four times the 
average of least horizontal dimensions of the build- 
ing. 

Chicago—Absolute limit of 200 feet. 

Cleveland—Two and a half times the width of 
the street, with maximum of 200 feet. Recesses 
or setbacks to be counted as added to width of 
strect. 

Jersey City—No building or structure, except a 
church spire, shall exceed in height two and one- 
half times the width of the widest street upon which 
it stands. 

Los Angeles—Limit of 150 feet. 

Paterson—Warehouses and stores must not ex- 
ceed 100 feet in height. 

Denver—Not to exceed 12 stories. 
than 125 feet to be fireproof. 

Portland, Ore.—All buildings, except churches, 
limited to 150 feet. 

Newark—Not to exceed 200 feet, but warehouses 
and stores shall not exceed 150 feet. 

St. Louis—On streets less than 60 feet two anda 
half times the width.—Baltimore News.

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SAN FRANCISCO CHAPTER A. I. A. SPECIAL 
MEETING 

A special meeting of the San Francisco Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects was held 
April 8, 1913, in honor of the annual joint meeting 
of the Northern and Southern District Boards of 
the California State Board of Architecture and the 
visiting members of the Southern California 
Chapter, A. 1. A., and for the transaction of such 
other business as might come before the meeting. 

The entire membership of the California State 
Board of Architecture, with the execption of Mr. 
William Curlett, was present. 

Mr. E. A. Mathews for the Committee on Legis- 
lation reported progress and stated that the Com- 
mittee had encountered several difficulties in the 
draft of the Commission Law, but with the as- 
sistance of the Sacramento City Attorney, some 
of the difficulties had been overcome. One diffi- 
culty with the bill was the necessity of provid- 
ing concurrent authority with the State Engineers 
Department. 

Mr. John C. Austin, president of the Southern 
California Chapter, having been called upon, spoke 
on the subject of better co-operation between the 
Chapters, due to their identity of interests, and 
suggested that the Chapter adopt a resolution ask- 
ing the Governor and Legislature to provide an ap- 
propriation for a State Building at the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition. He also suggested 
that joint Chapter meetings be held semi-annually, 
the place of meeting to alternate between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles. 

Judge Mitchell, president of the Los Angeles Art 
Commission, addressed the Chapter on the serious- 
ness of professional ethics. 

A resolution was adopted directing the secretary 
to send a communication to the Governor and both 
branches of the Legislature, requesting that they 
provide for an appropriation for a California State 
suilding at the Panama-Pacific International Ex- 
position. 

REGULAR MEETING 

The regular monthly meeting of the San Fran- 
cisco Chapter, American Institute of Architects, was 
held on Thursday afternoon, April 17, 1913. 

Mr. Schulze, chairman Committee on Commercial 
Bodies, read a letter from Messrs. Bakewell and 
Brown regarding the specifications for the City Hall. 
Mr. Polk asked several questions in regard to the 
attitude of the Home Industry League in relation to 
certain materials called for in buildings, notably 
marble, saying that very often it was advisable, for 
architectural and color effects, that marble other 


than that procured in this State be used; and in 
that event the Home Industry League should not 
attempt to make a stand for “Home Industry” 
articles. Mr. Schulze made reply that in his opin- 
ion, from his regular attendance at the Home In- 
dustry meetings, that such matters as these were 
given consideration. 


PROPOSED APARTMENT HOUSE LAW IN NEW 
YORK CITY 

A bill now before Mayor Gaynor of New York, 
providing for radical changes in the construction of 
apartment houses has for its sponsor the Tenement 
House Department. Its main provision is that here- 
after all apartment houses must be provided with 
two independent means of exit directly accessible 
from each apartment. The principal objection to 
the bill thus far developed is that to comply with its 
provision it will be necessary to sacrifice a large 
amount of rentable space, and that the facade of 
apartment houses will be deprived of their artistic 
effect by the introduction of the necessary fire 
escapes. The general opinion appears to be that 
the present New York law sufficiently safeguards 
the dweller in the modern fireproof apartment. 


PORTLAND (ORE.) ARCHITECTS HOLD ANNUAL 
DINNER 

The annual meeting and dinner of the Portland 
Architectural Club as held in that city on May 2 
and was very largely attended. 

The programme of the opening of the Archi- 
tectural League of the Pacific Coast was an- 
nounced. Foilowing the dinner these officers were 
elected: Frank Logan, president; C. C. Rich, vice- 
president; Russell E. Collins, secretary, and H. 
G. Beckwith, treasurer. 

ANNUAL MEETING OF PENNSYLVANIA STATE 
ARCHITECTS 

The fifth annual meeting of the Pennsylvania 
State Association of the American Institute of 
Architects was held in Harrisburgh, Pa., May 2, 
and attended by delegates from Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh and the Southern Pennsylvania Chapter. 

Business of importance to the profession was 
transacted and matters of public interest were 
accomplished. 

Resolutions endorsing the Campbell Bill now 
pending in Congress and which amends the Park- 
way Law and also one favoring the adoption of any 
wise legislation looking towards the creation of 
metropolitan districts for co-operative planning in 
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the development of the territory within certain de- 
fined limits were adopted. 

The following officers were elected for the com- 
ing year: President, Edward Stotz, Pittsburgh; 
vice-president, Albert Kelsey, Philadelphia; secre- 
tary, Richard Hooker, Pittsburgh; treasurer, Rein- 
hardt Dempwolf, York. 

The next annual meeting will be held in Pitts- 
burgh. 


TO ESTABLISH STATE BOARD OF ARCHITECTS 
IN FLORIDA 

A bill was recently introduced in the upper house 
of the Florida State Legislature to establish a state 
board of architects and provide for the examination 
and registration of practicing architects in that 
state. Press comments on the bill would seem to 
indicate that there exists in certain quarters opposi- 
tion to the proposed measure. This, it is hoped, 
will be overcome and the State of I‘lorida added to 
the list of those that are attempting to safeguard 
both the practice of architecture and the public by 
the adoption of protective legislation. 


TO ESTABLISH AN ARCHAOLOGICAL SCHOOL 
IN CHINA 

A plan is being prepared by the Boston Society 
of the Archzological Institute of America to estab- 
lish a school in the new Republic of China of the 
same type as now exists in Athens, Rome, Jerusa- 
lem and at Santa Fé, Mexico. The object of the 
movement will be to examine prehistoric culture 
with the assistance of Chinese scholars, to gather 
historic data and to exhaustively inquire into the 
history and technique of Chinese art. 

This movement will doubtless be productive of 
valuable results, as owing to the civilizing influences 
that are now felt throughout the Chinese Republic, 
the progress of any research will not share the 
perils and uncertainties that attended similar activ- 
ities during the days of the Empire. 


A CITY-PLANNING CLASSIFICATION OUTLINE 

In order to reach the meeting of the National 
Conference on City Planning at Chicago, and 
secure the ‘benefit of suggestion from those ac- 
tively interested in the subject, the School of 
Landscape Architecture of Harvard University has 
issued a preliminary outline by James Sturgis Pray, 
Chairman, and Theodora Kimball, Librarian of the 
School. The outline contains the main headings as 
they will appear in the City-Planning Classification 
Scheme now in course of preparation, and indicates 
the scope of the work. It is stated that the forth- 
coming scheme is increased in value by the fact 
that it is developed in accordance with the principles 
of and capable of insertion in the Library of Con- 
gress Classification.

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STATE AND MUNICIPAL ART COMMISSIONS 
IN CONFERENCE 

The first conference of State and Municipal Art 
Commissions ever held in this country was opened 
in New York on May 13 by Mayor Gaynor, who 
made an address of welcome to the visiting atten. 
dants at the conference. Mr. Arnold \W. 3runner 
of the New York Municipal Art Commission, pre. 
sided at the conference, which was attended by 
delegates from sixteen states and cities. Mr. Brun- 
ner stated that the purpose of the conference was 
to promote the establishment of commissions as a 
protection against the “city hideous” and help 
toward the “city beautiful.” “The creation of such 
commissions,” he said, “was recognition of the fact 
that our average elective municipal officers are not 
qualified to pass on the artistic merits of works of 
art and that they need experts to help them. 

Mayor Gaynor informed the conference that 
Western cities had a great advantage in the matter 
of public buildings and that they very often were 
able to profit by mistakes of the East. He paid 
a glowing tribute to municipal architecture in New 
York, which he declared was an inspiration for sim- 
ilar buildings wherever erected. 


BANQUET OF DALLAS, TEXAS, SOCIETY OF 
ARCHITECTS 

The Dallas (Texas) Society of Architects recently 
entertained the draughtsmen of the city at a dinner 
for which covers were laid for more than sixty. 
At the annual meeting, held before the dinner, the 
following officers were elected for the ensuing year:

E. H. ANDERSON DIRECTOR OF NEW YORK 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Board of Directors of the New York Pub- 
lic Library has announced the election of Mr. 
Edward Hatfield Anderson, formerly assistant, to 
become director to succeed the late Dr. John S. 
Billings. For five years preceding Dr. Billings’ 
death, Mr. Anderson was closely associated with 
him as assistant director. It has been announced 
that his appointment does not indicate that any 
new policies will be adopted. In an interview with 
Mr. Anderson he stated that the New York Public 
Library is probably the largest reference library in 
the world and is also the most used. In spite of 
criticisms which have appeared from individuals 
who have written to the daily press, it may be 
safely stated that the conduct of the New York 
Library compares favorably with any other library 
in this country. 


SOCIETE DES ARCHITECTES DIPLOMES 

The American Group of the Société des Archi- 
tectes Diplomes recently gave a luncheon at the 
Café des Beaux-Arts complimentary to their fel- 
low-member, Guy Lowell, on the occasion of his 
winning the New York Court House Competi- 
tion. 

The president of the society, Mr. J. H. Freed- 
lander, acted as toastmaster and other addresses 
were made by Donn Barber, R. Burnside Potter 
and Guy Lowell. 


AMERICAN FEDERATION URGES 
OF FINE ARTS BUREAU 
The creation of a Bureau of Fine Arts as part 
of the Federal Government machinery was urged at 
the closing session of the convention of the 
American Federation of Arts, recently held in 
Washington. A resolution was adopted making this 
the work of a special committee of the organiza- 
tion. As outlined, the purpose is to bring about 
the establishment of a bureau patterned after the 
Bureau of Education with the ultimate idea that 
these bureaus shall be consolidated and presided 
over by a member of the Cabinet.

INTERNATIONAL ART EXHIBIT AT MUNICH 


The International Art Exhibition, which is 
held every four years in the Royal Glass Palace 


in Munich, will open on June 1 with impressive 
ceremonies, 


MR. C. HOWARD WALKER’S VIEWS OF 
FUTURISM IN ART 

Mr. C. Howard Walker, of Boston, in an ad- 
dress before the American Federation of Art, at 
its annual convention in Washington, sharply 
criticised the futurist movement in art, as seen in 
the recent International Exhibition, held in New 
York and Washington. Mr. Walker’s topic was 
“The Relation of Industrial Art to Education,” 
and he declared that “the futurist, the cubist and 
all other exponents of the pitiful eroticisms of the 
present-day mistake inefficiency for expression.” 
“Art is the expression of an object just as well, 
just as efficiently and just as truthfully as is 
possible. Nothing more than this can be ex- 
pected, nothing less than this is art in any sense.” 
That part of Mr. Walker’s address, urging that 
pupils of our public schools be given art train- 
ing will, we believe, be received with genuine ap- 
proval. It must be recognized that artists cannot 
result from inefficiency and that any effort to 
produce them by such methods is merely a waste 
of time and good labor. 


REPORT OF THE ILLINOIS STATE BOARD OF 


EXAMINERS OF ARCHITECTS 


The report of the Board of Examiners of Archi- 
tects, State of Illinois, of the results of the regular 
spring examination held April 15, 16 and 17, have 
been published. This report sets forth that eighty 
candidates for license to practice the profession of 
architecture were examined, and at the following 
meeting held on May 2 certificates were issued to 
thirteen successful applicants. Eleven others will 
receive certificates as soon as they have received 
their degrees in architecture from the several uni- 
versities at which they will complete in June, 1913, a 
four years’ course in architecture. 

Four candidates are entitled to special examina- 
tion on one subject. 

Fifty-two candidates, or 65 per cent. of the total 
applying for license to practice, failed to pass. 

It would appear that the examinations held by the 
Illinois Board are something more than a mere mat- 
ter of form and require the most satisfactory evi- 
dence of competency on the part of those who seek 
to practice architecture within that State. This is 
as it should be. With a State licensing law so ad- 
mirably administered and the character and ability 
of the members seeking to practice architecture in 
the State so carefully investigated, the results cannot 
fail to commend themselves to all thoughtful people. 
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A FEATURE IN DENVER’S (COLO.) NEW 
BUILDING LAW 

A building restriction ordinance, prohibiting the 
erection of a certain class of buildings in the resi- 
dence territory of Denver, Colo., has been passed 
by the Board of Supervisors and approved by the 
Mayor. Under the provisions of the new ordinance 
it will be impossible to construct commercial build- 
ings, with the exception of drug stores, in the pre- 
scribed district and those already erected will be 
compelled to install every proper device to prevent 
the inception and spread of fires. 

The invasion on account of the comparatively low 
cost of site of restricted sections in our large cities 
by commercial buildings, has worked in the most 
harmful way and has destroyed the exclusvieness 
of many desirable locations. It will be inter- 
esting to note if this ordinance can be legally up- 
held. 


BOOK NOTES 
Perspective. An elementary text-book. By Benj. 

J. Lubschez. 64 pp., 5 x 7% inches. Full cloth, 

with numerous illustrations. Price, $1.50. New 

York: D. Van Nostrand Co., 25 Park Place. 

As the author states in his preface that this book 
is intended for the student who must depend on 
home study to perfect himself in the principles of 
perspective, it will be understood that the work is 
elementary in its treatment of the subject. Never- 
theless it will be found, we believe, a handy text- 
book for those who desire to secure a preliminary 
knowledge of this essential element of architectural 
education. As it is written by a practicing archi- 
tect, the application of the various principles are ap- 
proached from a point of view that make them of 
value to students of architecture. 


Mopern Farm Butrtpincs. By Alfred Hopkins, 
A. A. I. A., being suggestions for the most ap- 
proved ways of designing the Cow Barn, Dairy, 
Horse Barn, Hay Barn, Sheep Cote, Piggery, etc., 
and other buildings of the Farm Group on practi- 
cal, sanitary and artistic lines. Full cloth, 195 
pages, size 7 x 10. Price $3.00 net. New York: 
McBride, Nast & Co. 

While in the making of many books on archi- 
tectural topics there is no end, the subject of farm 
buildings has been seldom discussed, and even then 
in but a perfunctory way. Mr. Hopkins’ admirable 
work will therefore be found a most helpful one in 
the determination of those essentials that should be- 
come part of the buildings that form as it were the 
administrative side of farming operations. 

The planning and design of farm buildings, in 
view of the many restrictions that boards of health 
have very properly placed on dairy products, has be- 
come more complicated than heretofore. The 
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architect who undertakes work of this nature must 
needs inform himself on many topics if he is to suc. 
cessfully conclude his labors. 

The author in his preface presents the conditions 
that surround work of this kind as follows: 


“Amid all the improved ideas about the care of milk 
which have developed in the past decade, it has frequently 
been difficult for the architect to formulate conclusions 
from the mass of data compiled, and the many opinions 
expressed by those whose work has led them into the 
scientific analysis of milk and milk production. In this 
search for facts the author has come into contact with 
the bacteriologist, impressed by nothing but the thing he 
feels to be necessary to give a sterile sample of milk; 
with the enthusiastic herdsman, looking to a record for 
his cow, with no thought but for the quality of milk; 
with the veterinary, who cares neither for milk nor milk 
production, but is concerned only with the health of the 
animal, and with the farm superintendent, who, perhaps, 
takes no special delight in milk production or scientific 
hygiene for his cattle, but whose first thought is for the 
arrangement that will permit the work to be done in the 
easiest possible manner. To reconcile these views is the 
hope which has inspired the following pages.” 

Discussing first the artistic possibilities of the 
farm building, the author treats specifically the Cow 
Barn, the Dairy, Administration and other buildings 
of the Farm Group. The deductions drawn and 
conditions stated are all the result of experience 
gained in successful practice in this line of work and 
for this reason are reliable and instructive. 

Combined with this practical knowledge is a lit- 
erary style that makes what would otherwise be 
a dry discussion of a prosaic topic an interesting 


and entertaining book.

of fundamental changes from esquisses where the 
whole theory of the composition of the plan was 
changed.

CURRENT NEWS AND- COMMENT 


ART MUSEUMS IN SMALLER CITIES 

The American Federation of Arts, 215 West 57th 
St.. New York, has issued a pamphlet in which 
is reprinted an article by Mr. Robert De Forest, 
vice-president of the Metropolitan Museum of Arts 
and president of the American Federation of Arts, 
entitled, “The Importance of Art Museums in Our 
Smaller Cities.” 

Mr. De Forest’s work in the advancement of art 
in this country is too well known and appreciated 
to require explanation here and his article is, as 
might be expected, a most lucid and forceful one 
and leaves no doubt in the mind of his readers as 
to the immense advantage that would accrue if small 
museums of art along the lines laid down could be 
more generally erected. 

He writes: 

“Many years ago you joined me, if I remember 
right, in visiting the first small museum of this kind 
in America, located at Norwich, Connecticut, and 
there are other small museums in the country but 
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they have usually been evolved out of the private 
collection of some citizen, who has generally had 
more money than artistic taste, and they have

museums should have an intimate and usefyl rela- 


tion to the public schools and educational institu- 
tions of the city in which they are located and they 


should also have an intimate relation to your libra- 


ries, as furnishing object lessons and material for 
object teaching. 

“Reproductive processes have so far advanced 
in the last few years that many of the best things 
in art can be shown in the form of reproductions 
at modest cost. The bronze reproductions of stat- 
uary, Roman implements and the like from the 
Naples Museum; electrotype reproductions of 
silverware, jewelry and other forms of art in metal; 
high grade and large sized permanent photographic 
reproductions of paintings and drawings, and also 
reproductions in color of great artistic beauty, can 
now be obtained; all this quite aside from plaster 
casts, which we are using at the Metropolitan and 
which they have used so excellently in Pittsburgh, 

“T should think, at a maximum initial cost of 
two hundred thousand dollars apiece, such muse- 
ums could be established in many American cities 
and could furnish practical education for artisans 
as well as esthetic education for art classes, includ- 
ing the school children. 

“The industrial arts, so called, should have an 
equal place with the fine arts, so called, in such 
museums, particularly where they are located in an 
industrial community. Such a plan of giving 
would involve careful advance investigation, be- 
cause each gift, to be effective, would require sym- 
pathetic co-operation with city authorities and with 
a small body of citizens, who would have to be 
selected to administer it.” 

Mr. De Forest states that in his opinion the time 
is ripe for missionary effort to spread the true 
gospel of art education in all the “dark spots” of 
America by the establishment of such museums as 
he has outlined. 

At the close of his article he urges public spirited 
citizens of large means interested in the progress of 
art to finance an effort to provide small art museums 
until their frequency and large influence for good 
may be equally as great as that of the libraries 
generously erected by Mr. Carnegie. 

In the matter of our larger cities, this question 
will care for itself. In these there appears to be an 
awakening of artistic influence and many very 
beautiful art museums have been erected. It is for 
the smaller cities and towns that Mr. De Forest 
pleads, and it is to be hoped that a Mecenas will 
come forward and aid in this desirable work. 
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GENUINE ECONOMY IN HOME BUILDING 

Under the above title the Hydraulic Press-Brick 
Company of St. Louis, Mo., and other principal 
cities, have issued an attractive pamphlet of sixty 
pages, size 7 X 9, intended to direct attention to 
“Hy-Tex” brick with particular reference to its 
economical use in building the modern hone.

CONVENTION 

At a meeting of the Convention Committee of 
the Illuminating Engineering Society, held in Pitts- 
burgh, recently, it was decided to hold the next an- 
nual convention of the society in that city during 
the week beginning September 22. 

PRETTINESS IN ART 

The Times, in a leader of May 5, has some ex- 
cellent things to say on the subject of art apropos 
of the Academy. In stating that many people like 
or dislike a picture, or, we may add, a building, 
as if it were food or drink, and our likes and dis- 
likes, a matter of instinctive taste, it expresses the 
malady which is the main cause of the difficulty 
which has to be overcome before progress can be 
made. For, as the writer says, there prevails among 
us, whether in painting, and, we may say, architec- 
ture, in the theater and in literature, a kind of art 
which defers to these unthinking likes and dislikes, 
the work of men who have their eyes on a fickle 
and unaccountable public, and who are afraid of 
any sharp and eager expression lest there should be 
something surprising or disagreeable to that public, 
with the result that there is prettiness everywhere, 
and that sentimentality which is the prettiness of 
feeling. And, as the writer adds, like all hedonists, 
those who accept this standpoint in art miss the 
fullness of the pleasure they want, the intense pleas- 
ure in the understanding of true art, which can 
only be enjoyed by those who do not look for im- 
mediate gratification. Art is not primarily an en- 
tertainer, but a means of communication, and by 
deferring to the tastes and prejudices of the public 
the artist becomes a mere entertainer. This criticism 
arises out of the review of the year’s painting, but is 
equally applicable to architecture, as is also the very 
forcible expression of the result of such an attitude 
to divide the exponents of an art into two sections 
the one making easy popular applause the end to be 
aimed at, the other losing all desire to obtain the 
recognition of the public and relapsing into an atti- 


tude of introspection and morbid self-study. To 
treat the public as if it had understanding, and to 
try to appeal to that understanding intelligently and 
sympathetically, is the best method to produce that 
atmsophere without which all forms of art must be 
exotic productions.—The Builder (london).

lLiGHT AND Heavy TimBer FRAMING Mape Easy. 

By Fred T. Hodgson. With over 450 illustra- 

tions and diagrams. Full cloth, 390 pages, size 

5x 7%. Price $2. Chicago: Frederick J. Drake 

& Company. 

The author states in the preface of his work that 
in the preparation of this book he has been actu- 
ated with the desire to supply what he feels is the 
lack of any authoritative publication on the subject 
of heavy and light timber framing. While natu- 
rally much of the information contained in the work 
is elemental in character, it will, nevertheless, be 
found an easy guide for the student in architecture 
to the principles which are today considered to be 
the most practical in framing and structural work 
where wood is the principal material employed.

“ARPENTRY AND JOINERY. A Practical Treatise on 
Simple Building Construction, including Framing, 
Roof Construction, General Carpentry Work and 
Exterior and Interior Finish of Buildings. By 
Gilbert Townsend, S.B. Price $1.50. Chicago: 
The American School of Correspondence. 

It is stated in the introduction that the purpose 
of this work is to satisfy a real demand for a prac- 
tical treatise on carpentry and joinery which shall 
cover in every detail the many problems which the 
present-day workman and contractor must meet and 
solve. Nevertheless, the work presents a wealth of 
information concerning the details of wood con- 
struction that will be found useful in the architect’s 
drafting room. Every species of joints and splices 
are illustrated, as are also various methods of con- 
struction to meet special requirements, such as de- 
tails of partitions designed to prevent sound trans- 
mission, sections of partition construction to receive 
sliding doors, proper construction of furring wall 
around brick chimneys, a common source of danger 
in buildings constructed of wood. Similar details 
are given covering practically every point arising 
in the design and construction of the modern framed 
building. Examples of special framing and simple 
methods combining wooden construction with steel 
girders, lintels, etc., are also shown. 

The student and draftsman, in particular, will find 
this book of value in their everyday work. 
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ANCIENT STAINED AND PAINTED GLASS. 
Sydney Eden. Full cloth, 160 pages, size 44% x 
6% inches. Price $0.40. Published in England 
by the University Press, Cambridge. New York: 
G. T. Putnam’s Son. 

The subject of Mr. Eden’s monograph is an in- 
teresting one to architects, as it traces the origin 
and development of stained glass in England, illus- 
trates the earliest and most approved examples and 
sets down in an interesting way the history of its 
application, with particular reference to ecclesias- 
tical: structures. The earliest extant examples in 
England it would appear date from about the middle 
of the Eleventh century, although we are informed 
that as early as the middle of the Seventh century 
stained glass workers were brought to England to 
glaze the windows of the churches then being 
erected. The devastating influence of Cromwell’s 
insurrection and the Puritanical sentiment that over- 
spread England at the time is responsible for the 
loss to posterity of much of the old stained glass, as 
it was torn out as sacrilegious and replaced by plain 
glass. 

Before the introduction of glass, the cruder forms 
of laminated horn and oil paper were the only means 
employed to prevent the entrance of the elements 
through the window openings and afforded but inad- 
equate means for the transmission of daylight. Mr. 
Eden traces the introduction of the “came” in its 
various forms up to the present generally accepted 
leaden type and deals with the mechanical means 
employed in the production of glass and the various 
effects secured. It is a book that will afford enter- 
tainment and instruction on a very interesting topic.

RECLAIMING THE OLD House. Its modern prob- 
lems and their solution as governed by the meth- 
ods of its builders. Written and largely illus- 
trated by Charles Edward Hooper. Full cloth, 
160 pages, size 7 x 10 inches. Price $2.50 net, 
postage extra. New York: McBride, Nast & Co. 
The illustrations in this book are mainly repro- 

ductions of photographs of Dutch and Georgian 
houses erected during the Colonial period, together 
with examples of furniture, hardware and other ac- 
cessories, most of which are familiar by reason of 
having been many times shown as examples of the 
best of their period. 

The text appears to be more particularly a discus- 
sion of the photographs than an academic discussion 
of the subject of reclamation of old houses. Lack- 
ing as it must, the value of specific application, the 
question of remodelling becomes purely supposi- 
tional, and therefore, except in the application of 
modern materials to effect the results desired, lacks 
the value of a practical instance. 

However, the suggestions contained will be found 
of value to those who for one reason or another in- 
dulge in the somewhat expensive work of properly 
restoring old houses.

CLASS “B’—V PROJET (Problem in Design) 

“A Tennis Crus” 

While there were comparatively few who failed 
to get mentions in the Class “B’—V Projet, 
the general run of the drawings submitted was 
of distinctly poorer quality than usual. 

There were four main points which the jury con- 
sidered in judging the problem: 

(1) The unity of the plan. 

(2) The study of the two levels so as to give 
light and air to the basement rooms as well as 
ample space for the spectators. 

(3) The appropriate placing of the dining room 
and the living room with regard to their Uifferent 
functions. 

(4) The character of the elevation 

In regard to the first consideration the jury 
wishes to point out to the students that a com- 
position is not a collection and that while a plan 
may have several parts it should not be several 
plans placed alongside of each other. The study 
of the two levels was as a rule much neglected, 
while in the majority of cases the dining room 
and living room were treated and placed as though 
their functions were identical or, at least, very 
similar. Some of the elevations showed care and 
ability in draughtsmanship and rendering and a 
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very few had distinct character. The jury, 
however, wishes to warn the students that there 
seems to be a growing tendency towards drawing 
the different elevations and sections completely 
independent of each other. Roofs, for example, 
are given one height in the front elevation and 
shown at a difterent height in the side elevation. 
This, if continued, will result in a very large num- 
ber of H. C. drawings. 


CLASS “B’—V ANALYTIQUE (Order Problem) 
“An ENTRANCE TO A PARK” 

As in the Class ‘“‘B’’ Projet the drawings sub- 
mitted for the Class ““B’” Analytique were of 
distinctly lower standard than usual. 

Many students made esquisses which resembled 
triumphal arches far more than park entrances, 
but practically all the schemes were possible 
and merely required work to develop them. The 
jury objected most strongly to the slovenly 
draughtsmanship and rendering and to the evident 
lack of study. Generally speaking the orders 
were wretchedly drawn and studied, the shadows 
incorrect, and the washes very carelessly made. 
Consequently many failed to get mentions. The 
first mentions were well up to the standard, two 
of them being especially good and of delightful 
character.

EXHIBITION OF RICHMOND ARCHITECTS 
ASSOCIATION 

The first exhibition of the Richmond (Va.) 
Architects’ Association, held during the week of 
May 26th, attracted much popular interest and will 
doubtless stimulate increasing sympathy between 
the profession and the laity of that city. 

The illustrations of public work by c. M. Robin- 
son, Inc., and by Carneal & Johnston are indicative 
of local skill in the solution of large problems. 
Other exhibitors, chiefly of residential work, were 
Messrs. Albert F. Huntt, W. Duncan Lee, M, E. 
Wright and Asbury & Whitehurst. 

It is expected that exhibitions of current work 
will be an annual feature of the Association’s work, 
Their value, both to the profession and community 
in which they are held, can scarcely be over- 
estimated. 


THE AUSTRALIAN FEDERAL CAPITAL 

The detailed report of the board appointed by 
the Commonwealth Government to consider the 
designs for the Australian Federal capital has now 
been published, and in several respects bears out 
previous criticisms. It is recognized that the pre- 
miated plan must be considerably altered in actual 
execution, and the board, themselves, instead of 
adopting it as a whole, have prepared a design of 
their own, based on what they consider the best 
points in the premiated and other designs pur- 
chased by them. The current issue of the Town 
Planning Review describes the plan as “the product 
of a department whose personnel is utterly un- 
trained in the elements of architectural composition, 
whose mind is a turmoil of confusion as regards 
the association of different buildings, and whose 
ideas on the simple logic of street planning have 
resulted in a road scheme which is simply a reductio 
ad absurdum. [he whole lay-out is so entirely out- 
side the pale of serious criticism that we feel that 
it cannot be put into execution. When compared 
with Mr. Griffin’s plan, the defects of which are, 
after all, esthetic rather than functional and tech- 
nical, it is obvious at once that the ‘final plan’ is 
the work of an amateur who has yet to learn the 
elementary principles of laying out a town.”—

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THE WORK OF THE NATIONAL COMMISSION 
OF FINE ARTS 


Since its creation in 1911, the Commission of 
Fine Arts have, it is stated by Colonel Cosby, Sec- 
retary and Executive Officer, acted upon more than 
one hundred plans and designs which involved an 
expenditure of $30,000,000. In commenting on the 
work of the Commission, Colonel Cosby suggests 
that it has been one of co-operation rather than 
criticism. It has aimed to accomplish results by 
advising with commissions, architects or artists in- 
dividually whenever modifications or changes in the 
matter under consideration seemed desirable. It is 
believed that the recommendations of the Commis- 
sion have resulted not only in marked improvement 
in the beauty and artistic character of the monu- 
ments and public buildings planned in Washington 
during the last two years, but has also resulted in 
a saving of many thousands of dollars to the gov- 
ernment. One of the results of the Commission’s 
work, which will commend itself to every exponent 
of good art, is the rejection of a large number of 
inferior works of art which have been offered to 
the Government. Colonel Cosby is quoted as stat- 
ing that the saving in this direction alone is more 
than the entire amount appropriated for the main- 
tenance of the Commission. 

A further good purpose has been served in ren- 
dering assistance to committees of the Senate and 
House of Representatives and to the various sec- 
retaries and commissions in charge of public build- 
ings and grounds, in the form of expert advice and 
suggestion on matters pertaining to the fine arts. 
The activities of the Commission have been ampli- 
fied by the authorization by Congress to report re- 
garding the artistic character of the structure to be 
erected in connection with the Panama Canal. 


A TEST OF REINFORCED CONCRETE 
COLUMNS 


The test of a reinforced concrete column 16 feet 
long was recently conducted at the testing station 
of the U. S. Bureau of Standards, at Pittsburgh, 
Pa. The column was made up of a 1:2:4 concrete, 
crushed stone being used in the aggregate. The 
outer diameter of the column was 30 inches, and 
the diameter inside of the helical reinforcement was 
27 inches. The reinforcement consisted of seven 
1 1-16-inch round rods placed vertically, and a 
helix of %4-inch wire with a 3-inch pitch. The col- 
umn was tested in the 10,000,000-pound testing ma- 
chine of the station. The first evidence of failure 
appeared under a load of 2,275 pounds per square 
inch, when the outer shell of concrete started to 
spall off. Complete failure occurréd under a load 
of 3,400 pounds per square inch. Just before this 
load was reached the wire helix broke near the top 
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of the column, and the vertical reinforcement began 
to buckle near the top, the whole column eventually 
bulging 6 inches out of line. The concrete was 25 
days old at the time the tests were made. 


CITY TO HEAT ITS HOUSES WITH 
ELECTRICITY 

The city of Seattle, through its municipal lighting 
department, has made provision for heating the 
homes of her citizens by installing electrical heat- 
ing coils under the hot-water boilers and individual 
radiators in the houses of those who order the 
service. The heaters are automatically controlled 
by a device which cuts off the current when the 
heat reaches the desired degree and turns it on 
again when the temperature falls below a certain 
degree. It is said that these heaters provide a sat- 
isfactory amount of heat at a less cost than coal.— 
Popular Mechanics.

HE most reliable asset is reputation. Without reputation, 
the most skillful architect sees fat commissions awarded the 
other chap. But the most pathetic sight is that of the skill- 

ful architect, with a good commission under execution—gambling 
with his reputation. 


A notable example is that of a building within a few miles of 
Broadway, New York, which was erected on piling. RAYMOND 
CONCRETE PILE was rejected on the basis of the per foot 
charge—for a pile costing less PER FOOT. After completion, 
(before occupation), the building was demolished as insecure. It 
was rebuilt on RAYMOND PILING and is today as fine an 


edifice as can be found. 


Then it was discovered that while the PER FOOT charge 
of RAYMOND CONCRETE PILE was greater than the in- 
efficient kind; because of the higher serviceability of RAYMOND 
CONCRETE PILE, it was possible to use shorter piling at an 
interesting total saving.
